j  Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  opera¬ 

tions  of  the  Quartermaster’s  Department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1912. 

PERSONNEL. 

On  July  1,  1911,  the  personnel  of  the  Quartermaster’s  Department 
X  comprised  126  commissioned  officers,  as  follows:

There  are  also  200  post  quartermaster  sergeants,  200  enlisted  men 
of  the  Army  general-service  detachment,  West  Point,  and  9,741 
civilian  employees  distributed  throughout  the  United  States  and  its 
insular  possessions. 

Of  the  27  majors  18  belong  to  the  permanent  corps;  9  majors  and 
all  of  the  captains  are  serving  by  detail. 

During  the  fiscal  year  1  colonel  of  the  permanent  establishment  was 
retired  and  3  majors  died.  Of  the  detailed  majors,  5  were  relieved — 
3  upon  the  availability  of  other  majors,  and  2  for  the  reason  that  they 
had  less  than  two  years’  service  with  the  command  in  which  commis¬ 
sioned  during  the  past  six  years.  Of  the  detailed  captains,  24  were 
relieved  during  the  year — 11  by  expiration  of  detail,  8  for  the  reason 
that  they  had  less  than  two  years’  service  with  the  command  in  which 
commissioned  during  the  past  six  years,  2  upon  request,  2  by  promotion 
4  to  higher  grade  in  the  line,  and  1  physically  disqualified.  The  8  vacan¬ 

cies  in  the  list  of  majors,  and  the  25  vacancies  in  the  list  of  captains, 
1  of  which  existed  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year,  due  to  casualties 
among  the  permanent  and  detailed  officers  of  the  department,  were 
filled  by  detail  from  the  line  of  the  Army,  as  provided  by  law. 

In  addition  to  the  above  force  there  were,  on  June  30,  1912,  serving 
by  assignment  to  duty  as  acting  quartermasters,  13  officers  of  the  line 
in  the  department  in  charge  of  construction  work  at  various  posts,  as 
assistant  to  depot  quartermaster  and  temporarily  in  charge  of  trans- 
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port,  and  other  quartermaster’s  duties.  Of  these  13  line  officers,  10 
were  performing  then  line  duties  while  acting  quartermasters.  There 
are  2 1  posts  provided  with  officers  of  the  Quartermaster’s  Department 
on  duty  as  quartermasters. 

The  duties  being  performed  by  officers  of  the  Quartermaster’s  De¬ 
partment  and  officers  of  the  line  detailed  as  acting  quartermasters  on 
June  30,  1912,  is  shown  in  Exhibit  A. 

During  the  year  10  post  quartermaster  sergeants  were  retired,  3  dis¬ 
charged  upon  expiration  or  enlistment,  1  discharged  by  purchase,  1 
discharged  and  privilege  of  reenlistment  as  post  quartermaster  sergeant 
denied,  and  1  appointed  an  officer  of  the  Philippines  Scouts,  making 
a  total  of  16  vacancies,  15  of  which  were  filled  by  appointment  from 
the  line,  1  vacancy  having  occi  rred  on  June  28  and  remained  unfilled 
June  30,  1912. 

NATIONAL  CEMETERIES. 

There  are  83  national  cemeteries.  The  appropriation  for  care  and 
maintenance,  including  fuel  for  superintendents,  pay  of  laborers  and 
other  employees,  purchase  of  tools  and  materials,  was  $120,000. 
During  the  fiscal  year  there  were  1,819  interments,  the  total  at  the 
close  of  the  year  being,  known  212,264,  unknown  151,861,  grand 
total  364,125. 

The  buildings,  drives,  walks,  walls,  fences,  monuments,  etc.,  at  the 
various  national  cemeteries  have  been  kept  in  proper  condition.  The 
most  important  improvements  were  made  at  the  following  national 
cemeteries: 

Cold  Harbor,  Va.,  construction  of  new  outbi  ilding. 

Danville,  Va.,  extension  of  water  and  sewer  system. 

Fort  Leavenworth,  Kans.,  repairs  to  inclosing  walls. 

Fort  McPherson,  Ga.,  repairs  to  lodge  and  inclosing  walls. 

Hampton,  Va.,  construction  of  new  outbi  ilding. 

Keoki  k,  Iowa,  repairs  to  inclosing  walls. 

Memphis,  Tenn.,  repairs  to  drives,  walks,  and  drains. 

Lew  Albany,  Ind.,  construction  of  water  and  sewer  system. 

Philadelphia,  Pa.,  resetting,  aligning,  and  cleaning  headstones. 

San  Antonio,  Tex.,  repairs  to  outbuildings  ahd  repairs  to  water  and 
sewer  system. 

Shiloh,  Tenn.,  construction  of  new  frame  toilet. 

Springfield,  Mo.,  repairs  to  inclosing  walls  and  to  drives. 

Vicksburg,  Miss.,  repairs  to  water  and  sewer  system. 

This  appropriation  is  i  sed  also  for  the  care  of  historic  sites  and  the 
employment  of  caretakers  and  improvements  of  soldiers’  lots  reserved 
in  private  cemeteries  for  the  interment  of  Federal  soldiers,  such  sites 
and  plats  being  owned  by  the  United  States. 

Superintendents. — There  are  76  superintendents  of  national  ceme¬ 
teries  authorized  by  law,  7  of  the  national  cemeteries  being  in  charge 
of  caretakers. 

Government  approach  roadways. — There  are  19  Government  ap¬ 
proach  roadways  to  national  cemeteries  maintained  from  the  annual 
appropriation  (sundry  civil  act)  of  $12,000  for  this  purpose. 

Extensive  repairs  were  made  to  the  Government  approach  road¬ 
ways  to  the  following  national  cemeteries: 

Culpeper,  Va.,  macadamized  and  treated  with  tarvia  B,  $1,765. 
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Fort  Donelson,  Term.,  construction  of  guttering  and  resurfacing 
with  gravel,  $570. 

Springfield,  Mo.,  resurfacing  with  gravel  and  chats  and  road  oil 
binder,  $7,058. 

The  remainder  of  the  appropriation  was  expended  in  necessary  re¬ 
pairs  on  the  other  roadways. 

Post  cemeteries. — Approximately  $7,000  was  expended  in  the  care 
and  maintenance  of  cemeteries  at  Army  posts  in  the  United  States, 
Alaska,  and  Porto  Rico,  extensive  repairs  and  improvements  being 
made  to  those  at  Fort  Crook,  Nebr.,  Fort  Niagara,  N.  Y.,  Fort  Riley, 
Kans.,  and  Fort  Stevens,  Oreg. 

Fort  Stevens  was  designated  as  the  place  of  interment  for  all  posts 
in  the  Artillery  District  of  Columbia,  and  the  remains  from  Fort 
Canby  will  be  removed  thereto. 

The  remains,  Government  headstones,  and  private  monuments 
were  removed  from  the  cemetery  at  the  abandoned  military  post  of 
Fort  Wingate,  N.  Mex.,  to  the  Santa  Fe,  N.  Mex.,  National  Cemetery, 
and  contracts  have  been  made  for  similar  remo  vals  from  the  abandoned 
military  posts  at  Fort  Assinniboine,  Mont.,  and  Fort  Duchesne,  Utah, 
to  the  national  cemeteries,  respectively,  at  Custer  Battlefield,  Mont., 
and  Santa  Fe,  N.  Mex.  The  removals  from  these  two  last-named 
post  cemeteries  can  not  be  effected,  however,  until  the  next  fiscal 
year. 

Headstones. — A  contract  was  made  for  furnishing  20,000  regula¬ 
tion  headstones  at  $2.50  each  for  marking  the  graves  of  Federal 
soldiers,  sailors,  and  marines  buried  in  national,  post,  city,  town, 
and  village  cemeteries  and  for  the  graves  of  civilians  buried  in  post 
cemeteries,  under  the  annual  appropriation  of  $75,000,  provided  for 
in  the  sundry  civil  act.  There  were  14,692  headstones  shipped  dur¬ 
ing  the  fiscal  year. 

Disposition  of  remains. — Under  the  annual  appropriation  of  $57,500 
the  following  disposition  was  made  of  the  remains  of  officers  and 
enlisted  men  who  died  on  the  active  list,  and  of  the  remains  of  civilian 
employees  of  the  Army  in  the  employ  of  the  War  Department  who 
died  abroad  or  on  Army  transports,  to  wit:

Interment  of  indigent  soldiers. — Fifty-eight  claims  were  settled 
under  the  act  (sundry  civil)  making  an  annual  appropriation  of 
$3,000,  one-half  of  which  is  payable  by  the  District  of  Columbia  for 
the  burial  in  Arlington  National  Cemetery  or  in  the  cemeteries  of 
the  District  of  Columbia  of  indigent  ex-soldiers,  ex-sailors,  or  ex¬ 
marines  of  the  United  States  service,  either  regular  or  volunteer,  who 
have  been  honorably  discharged  or  retired  and  who  die  in  the  Dis¬ 
trict  of  Columbia.  Not  exceeding  $45  is  allowed  in  each  case, 
exclusive  of  the  cost  of  the  grave.  Eleven  claims  for  burial  expenses 
under  this  act  were  rejected  and  two  are  awaiting  settlement. 

Miscellaneous.— A  tract  comprising  2.13  acres  at  the  extreme 
southern  part  of  the  Gettysburg,  Pa.,  National  Cemetery  was  on 
November  20,  1911,  transferred  by  the  Secretary  of  War  from  the 
control  of  the  War  Department  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Gettysburg 
National  Park  Commission  for  the  site  of  the  Lincoln  Memorial,  the 
erection  of  which  was  authorized  by  act  of  Congress  February  11, 


1895. 


The  work  of  making  a  card  record  of  interments  in  all  national 
cemeteries  begun  last  fiscal  year  was  continued,  and  cards  written 
and  filed  in  this  office  for  the  following  national  cemeteries:  Baton 
Rouge,  La.;  Battleground,  D.  C. ;  Beverly,  N.  J.;  Camp  Butler,  Ill.; 
Camp  Nelson,  Ky.;  Cave  Hill,  Kv.;  Cold  Harbor,  Va.;  Culpeper, 
Va.;  Cypress  Hills,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.;  Hampton,  Va.;  Mill  Springs, 
Ky. ;  Quincy,  Ill.,  and  Vicksburg,  Miss. 

The  remains  of  65  sailors  recovered  from  the  wreck  of  the  U.  S. 
battleship  Maine  in  Havana  Harbor  were  placed  in  caskets  and  for¬ 
warded  on  the  U.  S.  S.  Birmingham  to  the  Arlington,  Va.,  National 
Cemetery,  where  interment  was  made  with  military  honors  in  the 
Maine  section  on  March  23,  1912.  The  remains  of  Lieut.  Darwin 
Merritt,  United  States  Navy,  which  were  recovered  at  the  same 
time,  were  shipped  to  his  home  in  Red  Oak,  Iowa. 

Following  is  a  statement  showing  the  disposition  of  the  remains 
of  the  officers  and  enlisted  men  who  were  killed  or  who  died  of 
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wounds  received  in  the  explosion  of  the  U.  S.  battleship  Maine  at 
Havana  Harbor  February  15,  1898:

Of  the  229  remains  interred  at  Arlington  there  are  167  unknown 
and  62  known,  the  latter  comprising  59  sailors  and  3  marines. 

In  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved 
March  9,  1906,  providing  for  the  locating  and  marking  of  the  graves 
of  the  soldiers  and  sailors  of  the  Confederate  Army  and  Nav}^  who 
died  in  Federal  prisons  and  military  hospitals  at  the  North  and  the 
making  of  burial  registers  in  connection  therewith,  the  commissioner 
for  marking  graves  of  Confederate  dead  has  furnished  this  office 
with  registers  of  Confederate  dead  interred  in  the  Allegheny  Ceme- 
tery  at  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  the  Forest  Hill  Cemetery  at  Madison,  Ill., 
and  the  following  national  cemeteries:  Annapolis,  Md.,  Camp  Butler, 
Ill.,  Cave  Hill,  at  Louisville,  Ky.,  Cypress  Hills,  at  Brooklyn,  N.  Y., 
Fort  Leavenworth,  Kans.,  Fort  Scott,  Kans.,  Jefferson  Barracks, 
Mo.,  Keokuk,  Iowa,  Mound  City,  Ill.,  Rock  Island,  III.,  and  Santa 
Fe,  N.  Mex.  Central  monuments  bearing  bronze  tablets  inscribed 
with  the  names  of  soldiers  buried  in  unidentified  graves  have  also 
been  erected  in  the  following  cemeteries,  viz,  Woodlawn  National 
Cemetery  at  Elmira,  N.  Y.,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  National  Cemetery, 
Oak  Woods  Cemetery  (Confederate  Mound)  at  Chicago,  Ill.,  Louden 
Park  National  Cemetery  at  Baltimore,  Md.,  and  Finn’s  Point 
National  Cemetery  at  Salem,  N.  J. 

On  account  of  the  length  of  time  which  has  elapsed  since  the  con¬ 
struction  of  many  of  the  lodges  and  outbuildings  at  national  ceme¬ 
teries  and  the  consequent  deterioration  of  these  buildings,  many  of 
which  have  been  standing  since  the  cemeteries  were  first  established, 
and  the  constantly  in3reasing  cost  of  labor  and  material,  the  annual 
appropriation  of  $120,000  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  national 
cemeteries  is  not  sufficient  to  meet  the  urgent  demands  which  have 
been  and  are  now  being  made  upon  the  department.  It  has  there¬ 
fore  become  necessary  to  defer  action,  from  year  to  year,  on  important 
construction  work  and  improvements.

Finance  and  bookkeeping  branches. — Consolidated  financial  state¬ 
ment,  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1912.

i  One  of  these  remains,  after  removal  to  Arlington,  was  disinterred  and  shipped  to  Indianapolis,  Ind. 
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Sufficiency  of  appropriations. — All  appropriations  were  found 
sufficient  for  the  requirements  of  the  fiscal  year  1912,  but  owing  to 
the  expense  of  the  Mexican  border  maneuvers  a  small  amount  of 
work  which  was  contemplated  had  to  be  carried  over  in  order  to 
avoid  a  deficiency  in  the  appropriations.  This  applies  especially  to 
the  appropriation  “Transportation  of  the  Army  and  its  supplies/’ 
as  the  cost  of  transportation  of  troops  from  the  maneuvers  amounted 
to  $434,371.45.

Reduction  of  cost. — The  expenditures  of  the  Quartermaster’s  De¬ 
partment  for  all  purposes  for  the  fiscal  year  1912,  were  $4,541,313 
less  than  for  the  fiscal  year  1911,  and  $10,042,901.32  less  than  for 
the  fiscal  year  1910,  made  up  as  follows:

The  reduction  in  expenditures  stated  herein  was  due  to  reduction 
in  cost  of  current  requirements  and  to  reduced  appropriations  for 
new  construction  and  betterments. 

Expenditures  on  account  of  current  requirements  in  the  fiscal 
year  1912  were  $426,938.32  less  than  in  fiscal  year  1911  and  $495,- 
130.88  less  than  in  fiscal  year  1910. 

Property  returns  branch. — The  inauguration  of  the  system  of  post 
property  accounts  and  maximum  and  minimum  allowances  as 
provided  for  in  Circulars  18  and  19,  Quartermaster  General’s  Office, 
1911,  and  amendments  has  entailed  considerable  extra  labor,  both 
at  posts  and  in  this  office,  but  the  beneficial  results  of  this  method 
of  accounting  are  now  becoming  more  and  more  apparent. 

Having  become  established,  the  system  is  now  operating  smoothly 
and  with  less  work,  and  this  office  has  at  hand  and  available  at  all 
times  an  accurate  knowledge  of  the  kinds  and  quantities  of  supplies, 
and  their  condition  at  each  depot,  post,  or  station. 
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The  fixing  of  a  minimum  and  maximum  allowance  has  brought 
out  the  fact  that  heretofore  there  were  large  amounts  of  supplies 
of  various  kinds  accumulated  at  certain  posts  in  excess  of  their 
needs,  and  this  excess  property  has  been  transferred  to  posts  where 
required  and  the  surplusage  of  stock  gradually  reduced. 

A  number  of  periodical  reports,  which  were  necessary  in  the  past 
to  furnish  this  office  required  information,  have  been  eliminated, 
as  the  information  is  now  readily  available  at  all  times. 

The  system  also  enables  accountable  officers  at  posts  to  know 
at  all  times  just  what  stock  is  on  hand  and  prevents  the  necessity 
of  making  an  inventory  when  making  requisitions  to  renew  stock, 
thus  saving  considerable  time  and  labor. 

It  is  believed  that  when  accountable  officers  become  thoroughly 
acquainted  with  the  system  and  the  confusion  inevitable  in  establish¬ 
ing  such  a  system  has  been  overcome,  that  the  full  benefits  of  this 
method  of  keeping  the  property  accountability  will  be  more  fully 
appreciated.

For  the  payment  of  these  claims  Congress  has  appropriated  the 
following  sums:  By  act  of  February  27,  1902,  $50,000;  by  act  of 
March  3,  1903,  $50,000;  by  act  of  April  27,  1904,  $125,000;  by  act 
of  March  3,  1905,  $100,000;  and  by  act  of  March  4,  1907,  $40,000; 
a  total  of  $365,000. 

Of  this  sum  there  has  been  expended  in  payment  of  claims  approved 
by  the  Secretary  of  War,  $355,940.95,  $4,294  of  which  was  expended 
in  the  past  fiscal  year  for  payment  of  32  claims.  There  remained 
at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  to  the  credit  of  the  appropriation  the 
sum  of  $9,059.05. 

The  time  limit  for  filing  this  class  of  claims  expired  on  June  25, 

1912. 

Damage  claims. — In  the  annual  estimates  prepared  in  this  office 
and  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  War  for  submission  to  Congress  at 
its  session  beginning  December,  1911,  there  was  included  an  item  of 
$32,616  to  pay  damage  claims,  which  had  been  received  in  this  office, 
after  being  investigated  and  approved  for  the  payment  of  $30,443.58. 

This  estimate  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Claims,  House  of 
Representatives,  and  the  amount,  $32,616,  was  included  in  the  act 
making  appropriations  for  support  of  the  Army  for  the  fiscal  year 

1913,  which  act  was  returned  to  Congress  by  the  President  with  his 
objections  to  the  approval  of  the  act. 

If  the  amount  estimated  for,  $32,616,  is  retained  in  the  act  making 
appropriations  for  support  of  the  Army,  and  it  becomes  a  law,  pay¬ 
ment  may  be  made  of  220  damage  claims,  amounting  to  $30,443.58, 
and  leave  a  balance  of  $2,172.42  for  the  payment  of  a  portion  of  the 
damage  claims  which  have  been  received  in  this  office  since  the 
estimate  was  prepared. 

The  number  of  claims,  and  their  amount,  received  since  the  esti¬ 
mate  was  prepared,  is  21  claims  amounting  to  $2,560.09. 

Claims  'pertaining  to  the  act  of  July  4,  1864. — During  the  fiscal  year 
there  were  transmitted  to  the  Court  of  Claims  and  the  Department  of 
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Justice  the  papers  in  14  claims  originating  during  the  civil  war  for 
stores  and  supplies  taken  for  use  of  the  Army. 

These  claims  had  been  investigated  and  disallowed  by  the  Quarter¬ 
master  General  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved 
July  4,  1864,  and  had  been  appealed  to  the  Court  of  Claims  under  the 
authority  of  Congress. 

Newspapers  and  periodicals . — Newspapers  and  periodicals  were 
supplied  for  the  use  of  the  enlisted  men  of  the  Army  at  posts  and 
stations  in  the  United  States,  Hawaii,  Alaska  and  Porto  Rico,  and  at 
the  main  recruiting  stations  in  the  United  States,  at  a  total  cost  of 
$5,966. 

The  cost  for  newspapers  and  periodicals  supplied  for  use  of  the 
enlisted  men  serving  in  the  Philippines  during  the  year  is  reported 
as  $1,092.15.

SUPPLIES. 

Field  supply  depots. — Steps  have  been  taken  during  the  fiscal  year 
for  the  completion  of  field  supply  depot  No.  1  located  at  the  Phila¬ 
delphia  depot  of  this  department,  and  the  quantities  of  all  the  articles 
of  clothing  and  equipage  given  on  the  standard  list  furnished  this 
office  by  the  General  Staff  have  been  placed  therein,  or  contracts 
have  been  let  and  manufactures  authorized  for  such  quantity  of  those 
articles  as  were  not.  completed  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year. 

In  view  of  the  lack  of  space  at  the  Philadelphia  depot,  instructions 
were  given  the  depot  quartermaster,  at  Jeffersonville,  to  hold  articles 
of  field  transportation  at  the  Jeffersonville  depot  until  such  time  as 
there  is  sufficient  storage  space  available  at  the  Philadelphia  depot. 

Test  of  wagons. — During  the  fiscal  year  a  test  was  conducted  by 
a  provisional  regiment  of  infantry  at  Dubuque,  Iowa,  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  observing  and  studying  all  articles  of  equipment  and  trans¬ 
portation  supplied  by  the  Quartermaster’s  Department.  Among 
the  equipment  tested  were  three  sample  wagons  made  by  well-known 
wagon  manufacturers,  conforming  to  recommendations  of  the 
infantry  equipment  board.  A  standard  escort  wagon  and  a  6-mule 
army  wagon  were  also  supplied  for  this  test  from  the  Jeffersonville 
depot,  and  a  wagon  designated  as  the  “Purcell”  wagon  was  sent  from 
Fort  Riley,  Kans.  A  device  for  testing  the  “pull”  of  the  different 
wagons  to  determine  the  animal  power  required  to  operate  them,  was 
also  furnished.  As  the  test  was  not  concluded  before  the  close  of  the 
fiscal  year,  no  report  was  received  as  to  the  result  of  these  tests. 
This  report,  however,  will  be  treated  on  in  the  next  annual  report. 

Test  of  automobile  trucks. — A  test  was  conducted  by  this  depart¬ 
ment  with  motor  trucks  during  the  latter  part  of  this  fiscal  year,  for 
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the  purpose  of  determining  whether  motor  trucks,  as  at  present 
constructed,  can  be  used  in  the  Army  in  place  of  animal-drawn 
transportation.  A  trip  was  made  from  Washington,  D.  C.,  to  Fort 
Benjamin  Harrison,  Ind.,  under  the  supervision  of  Capt.  A.  E. 
Williams,  United  States  Army. 

The  run  was  made  with  a  White  truck  of  capacity  and  a 

four-wheel  drive  truck  of  2,000-pounds  capacity.  These  were 
Government-owned  trucks.  An  autocar  of  1^-tcm  capacity,  which 
was  put  in  the  run  by  the  factory,  also  made  the  trip. 

All  kind  of  road  conditions  were  encountered,  and  the  trucks  were 
put  to  the  severest  test.  The  distance  traveled  was  approximately 
1,524  miles,  and  the  time  about  48  days. 

While  no  definite  conclusions  were  reached,  it  is  not  believed  that 
the  present  type  of  automobile  truck  will  meet  all  requirements  of  the 
Army,  and  it  is  contemplated  making  further  tests  during  the  fiscal 
year  1913,  at  various  maneuver  camps,  with  a  view  to  ascertaining 
whether  a  standard  type  of  automobile  truck  can  be  manufactured 
that  will  be  satisfactory  as  a  means  of  transportation. 

During  the  fiscal  year  9  motor  trucks  were  purchased  for  use  at 
various  quartermaster’s  depots,  and  7  were  purchased  for  use  in  the 
Philippine  Islands.  By  the  supply  of  these  motor  trucks  the  animal- 
drawn  transportation  has  been  reduced  to  a  considerable  extent  at 
the  places  to  which  they  were  supplied. 

Issues  to  the  militia. — Miscellaneous  supplies  to  the  value  of 
$108,270.68  were  issued  to  the  organized  militia  during  the  fiscal 
year  under  authority  of  statutes  providing  for  such  issues.  The 
department  appropriations  are  reimbursed  this  cost  from  the  militia 
appropriations.  No  gratuitous  issues  of  supplies  were  made  to  the 
organized  militia  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Telephones. — During  the  fiscal  year  1912  the  rental  of  telephones 
cost  $29,735.30. 

Mineral  oil. — Purchases  of  mineral  oil  for  lighting  purposes,  except 
for  the  Philippine  Islands,  were  made  at  an  aggregate  cost  of 
$46,677.30,  average  cost  of  $0.1088  per  gallon,  as  compared  with 
$0,138  per  gallon  for  the  fiscal  year  1911.  The  reduction  in  cost 
is  due  to  making  purchases  for  delivery  in  carload  lots  at  transporta¬ 
tion  centers,  and  in  barrels  and  bulk  where  practicable.  The  reduc¬ 
tion  in  cost  of  mineral  oil  resulted  in  a  saving  of  $22,027.92,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  cost  of  mineral  oil  for  the  fiscal  year  1911.

Forage. — There  were  purchased  during  the  fiscal  year  286,085,879 
pounds  of  forage,  including  bedding,  at  a  cost  of  $3,093,752.67,  being 
an  average  cost  of  $1.0814  per  100  pounds.  In  addition  there  were  pur- 
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chased  155,858  pounds  of  dog  food  at  a  cost  of  $12,539.81,  being  an 
average  cost  of  $8.0456  per  100  pounds.  This  includes  also  the  forage 
used  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  Alaska,  Hawaiian  Islands,  and  Porto 
Rico,  except  the  forage  and  bedding  purchased  in  the  Philippine 
Islands.  Statement  showing  cost  of  forage  and  bedding  purchased 
during  the  fiscal  year  1912  is  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  G. 

Fuel. — During  the  fiscal  year  1912  fuel  for  vessels  of  all  kinds  cost 
$22,195.69  less  than  for  the  same  purpose  for  the  fiscal  year  1911, 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  Dix  did  not  make  as  many  trips,  and  a  greater 
quantity  of  fuel  oil  was  used  for  harbor  boats  on  the  Pacific  coast. 

During  the  fiscal  year  1912  fuel  for  all  purposes,  except  vessels, 
cost  $2,000,354.80  as  against  $2,199,989.66  for  the  fiscal  year  1911, 
a  saving  of  $199,634.86,  of  which  $182,899.32  was  made  on  anthracite 
and  bituminous  coal,  the  greater  part  of  which  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
lower  prices  were  paid  for  coal  during  the  fiscal  year  1912  than  during 
the  fiscal  year  1911.  Statement  showing  the  quantities  and  cost  of 
fuel  purchased  during  the  fiscal  year  1912  is  attached  hereto  as 
Exhibit  H. 

Fuel  oil. — The  most  important  project  that  has  come  to  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  this  office  during  the  fiscal  year  is  that  in  connection  with  the 
use  of  fuel  oil  in  barracks  and  quarters  at  posts  on  the  Pacific  coast. 
During  the  fiscal  year  1912  the  constructing  quartermaster,  Fort 
Mason,  Cal.,  carried  out  certain  tests  in  connection  with  two  systems 
of  oil  burning  in  two  of  the  new  barracks  at  Fort  Winfield  Scott. 
Preliminary  reports  of  these  tests  have  been  submitted,  and  the 
results  shown  indicate  that  70  per  cent  savings  in  fuel  can  be  made 
by  the  use  of  fuel  oil.  If  this  is  the  case,  an  annual  saving  in  dollars 
and  cents  for  the  Government  at  the  Presidio  of  San  Francisco,  Cal., 
Fort  Winfield  Scott,  and  Letterman  General  Hospital  of  approxi¬ 
mately  $32,000  will  be  realized.  The  installation  of  these  burners 
does  not  require  the  modification  of  the  heating  and  cooking  appara¬ 
tus  to  be  such  that  it  can  not  with  slight  change  be  put  back  for  the 
use  of  coal,  and  steps  will  be  taken  to  investigate  the  advisability  of 
the  use  of  fuel  oil  at  all  posts  on  the  Pacific  coast. 

CLOTHING. 

The  duties  of  the  clothing  branch  pertain  to  all  matters  having 
reference  to  the  purchase,  manufacture,  and  issue  of  all  articles  of 
clothing  and  equipage  required  by  the  Army  and  militia  of  the  States 
and  Territories;  also  the  carrying  into  effect  of  such  changes  and 
improvements  in  the  various  articles  as  may  be  determined  by  higher 
authority  from  time  to  time  and  which  involve  changes  in  and  the 
adoption  of  standard  samples  and  specifications  to  govern  in  the 
procurement  of  the  clothing  and  equipage  supplies.

Issues  to  the  militia. — The  value  of  the  clothing  and  equipage  ordered 
to  be  issued  to  the  militia  of  the  several  States  and  Territories  and 
the  District  of  Columbia  upon  duly  approved  requisitions  is  shown  in 
the  detailed  statement  hereto  appended  and  marked  Exhibit  I. 
These  issues  were  made  from  the  supplies  procured  for  the  Army  and 
the  appropriation  for  clothing  and  equipage  has  been,  or  will  here¬ 
after  be,  reimbursed. 

Sales  to  the  militia. — There  were  sold  during  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1912,  for  cash,  to  the  governors  of  States  and  Territories 
and  the  commanding  general,  District  of  Columbia  Militia,  for  use  of 
the  militia,  under  the  provisions  of  section  17  of  the  act  of  Congress 
approved  January  21,  1903,  clothing  and  equipage  supplies  to  the 
value  of  $41,186.25.

Sales  at  auction. — The  sum  realized  at  the  several  purchasing  and 
manufacturing  depots  of  the  Quartermaster’s  Department  during 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1912,  for  the  sale  of  condemned  articles 
of  clothing  and  equipage  supplies,  cuttings,  etc.,  amounted  to 
$20,926.25.  The  expenses  involved  in  making  these  sales  were 
$124.35,  leaving  a  surplus  of  $20,801.90,  which,  under  existing  law, 
was  covered  into  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  and  credited 
to  miscellaneous  receipts. 

Status  of  clothing  and  equipage  supplies ,  including  purchases ,  manu¬ 
factures ,  and  issues  to  the  Army. — The  appended  consolidated  state¬ 
ment,  marked  “  Exhibit  L,”  shows  in  detail  the  articles  of  clothing  and 
equipage  purchased,  manufactured,  and  issued  to  the  Army  and  the 
militia  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1912,  and  the  quantities 
remaining  on  hand  on  said  date. 

Sales  of  buffalo  overcoats. — There  were  on  hand  at  the  Omaha  depot 
on  July  1,  1911,  4,464  buffalo  overcoats,  which  were  purchased  at  a 
time  when  the  buffalo  existed  in  great  numbers  and  were  issued  to 
and  worn  by  troops  during  the  several  Indian  campaigns  in  the 
Northwest  up  to  1891 .  Since  that  time  the  department  has  carefully 
preserved  and  stored  these  coats. 

In  a  report  of  inspection  of  the  Omaha  depot,  made  by  Maj.  Omar 
Bundy,  inspector  general,  United  States  Army,  the  advisability  of 
selling  these  coats  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Quartermaster 
General,  who  on  August  24  last  submitted  the  matter  to  the  Secretary 
of  War,  stating  that  should  it  be  deemed  advisable  to  sell  some  of  the 
coats  the  proper  season  was  then  at  hand  for  obtaining  the  best 
prices,  especially  if  sold  under  sealed  bids  after  wide  public  notice. 

Authority  was  granted  to  sell  such  number  of  coats  as  could,  in 
small  lots,  be  advantageously  disposed  of.  A  limited  number  of 
these  coats  were  sold  to  the  highest  bidders  by  the  quartermasters  on 
duty  at  Seattle,  Wash.,  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  Chicago,  Ill.,  Philadelphia, 
New  York,  Boston,  St.  Louis,  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  Omaha,  Nebr., 
after  inviting  proposals  by  circular  letter.  Two  hundred  and  ninety- 
four  of  the  coats  were  thus  disposed  of,  realizing  the  total  sum  of 
$10,056.70,  an  average  of  $34.21  per  coat. 

It  is  recommended,  however,  that  sales  of  the  remaining  buffalo 
coats  be  discontinued,  it  having  been  found  that  they  can  be  made 
use  of  by  troops  stationed  in  Alaska,  recommendation  to  this  effect 
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having  been  made  by  the  board  of  officers  convened  to  determine 
upon  the  proper  clothing  to  be  hereafter  issued  to  troops  stationed  in 
Alaska. 

Clothing'  and  equipage  supplies  purchased  for  special  use  of  troops 
stationed  in  Alaska. — The  following  articles  were  purchased  at  the 
San  Francisco  depot  during  the  fiscal  year  for  special  issue  to  troops 
stationed  in  Alaska,  all  at  a  total  cost  of  $42,657.02:

White  cork  helmets. — Prior  to  the  Spanish  American  War  the 
troops  stationed  at  southern  posts  were  furnished  with  white  cork 
helmets.  With  the  adoption  of  the  khaki  cotton  service  uniform  it 
was  found  impracticable  to  dispose  of  them  by  issue,  khaki  colored 
cork  helmets  having  taken  their  place.  Twenty  six  thousand  three 
hundred  and  three  of  these  white  helmets  were  kept  in  store  at  the 
Jeffersonville  depot  in  case  an  opportunity  should  offer  to  issue  them 
to  troops  in  tropical  countries. 

A  recommendation  was  made  to  issue  them  to  troops  in  the 
Philippines,  but  this  office  was  informed  that  the  Secretary  of  War 
did  not  approve  of  the  wearing  of  the  white  helmet  with  the  service 
uniform,  and  authorized  the  disposition  of  the  same  by  sale. 

The  depot  quartermaster  at  Jeffersonville,  Ind..  was  thereupon 
directed  to  invite  bids  by  circular  letter  and  to  sell  the  helmets  to 
the  highest  bidder  under  sealed  proposals,  which  has  since  been 
accomplished,  the  sum  of  $1,333  being  realized. 

Gratuitous  issues  to  the  Militia  of  the  District  of  Columbia. — There 
were  gratuitously  issued  to  the  Militia  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
during  the  last  fiscal  year  under  the  act  of  Congress  of  March  1,  1889, 
upon  requisitions  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  clothing  and 
equipage  supplies  to  the  value  of  $10,901 .97,  for  which  the  appropria¬ 
tion  for  clothing  and  equipage  has  not  been  reimbursed. 

The  act  of  Congress  provides  as  follows: 

That  the  uniforms,  arms,  and  equipments  of  the  National  Guard  shall  be  the  same 
as  prescribed  and  furnished  to  the  Army  of  the  United  States.  Every  organization  of 
the  National  Guard  shall  be  provided  with  such  ordnance  and  ordnance  stores, 
clothing,  camp  and  garrison  equipage,  quartermaster’s  stores,  medical  supplies,  and 
other  military  stores  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  training  and  instruction  of 
the  force  and  for  the  proper  performance  of  the  duties  required  under  this  act. 

Such  property  shall  be  issued  from  the  stores  and  supplies  appropriated  for  the 
use  of  the  Army,  upon  the  approval  and  by  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  to  the 
commanding  general  upon  his  requisition  for  the  same.  *  *  * 

Since  the  passage  of  the  act  there  has  been  issued  to  the  command¬ 
ing  general  of  the  District  of  Columbia  Militia,  from  supplies  procured 
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for  the  Army,  up  to  and  including  June  30,  1912,  clothing  and 
equipage  supplies  to  the  value  of  $283,041.87,  which  amount  has  been 
a  total  loss  to  this  department.  As  such  issues  involve  a  totally 
unnecessary  and  unreasonable  drain  on  the  annual  appropriations 
for  the  support  of  the  Regular  Army  and  for  which  no  provision  has 
up  to  the  present  time  been  made  by  Congress,  the  matter  was 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  who  directed  that, 
inasmuch  as  it  was  evident  that  demands  will  be  made  from  time  to 
time,  it  was  considered  advisable  that  the  annual  estimates  should 
contain  an  estimate  of  not  to  exceed  $8,000  for  these  supplies,  so 
that  such  demands  as  are  made  can  be  met  without  unduly  drawing 
upon  the  supplies  for  the  regular  establishment  or  the  reserve  depots. 
In  view  of  the  fact,  however,  that  this  amount  will  not  be  available, 
if  appropriated,  until  after  July  1,  1913  (fiscal  year  1914),  it  is  recom¬ 
mended  that  action  be  taken  with  a  view  to  reducing  such  issues 
during  the  fiscal  year  1913,  to  the  lowest  practicable  limit,  as  the 
estimates  submitted  for  the  fiscal  year  1913  were  based  upon  the 
minimum  requirements  for  the  Regular  Army  for  that  year. 

Olive-drab  cotton  uniform. — The  issue  of  the  olive-drab  cotton 
service  uniform  to  the  service  was  begun  during  the  present  summer 
(fourth  quarter,  fiscal  year  1912).  Prior  to  its  general  issue,  however, 
one  company  of  the  Seventeenth  Infantry  was  equipped  therewith 
for  wear  and  test  to  determine  the  relative  serviceability  of  two 
different  weights  of  the  cloth,  the  standard  6^-  ounce  and  a  5^  ounce 
fabric.  During  the  duration  of  the  maneuver  camp  at  San  Antonio, 
Tex.,  the  uniforms  were  worn  from  July  to  October,  1911,  but  the 
wearing  qualities  of  both  fabrics  were  so  equal  during  the  time  that 
they  were  worn  that  no  definite  conclusion  could  be  arrived  at  as 
to  their  relative  wearing  qualities.  The  report  of  the  company 
commander,  concurred  in  by  the  regimental  commander,  was  to  the 
effect  that  these  uniforms,  both  as  to  pattern  and  fabric,  were  very 
satisfactory  and  much  superior  to  the  khaki  cotton  service  uniform, 
formerly  the  standard  for  the  Army. 

In  order  that  the  olive-drab  cotton  cloth  may  be  made  more  com¬ 
mercial  and  competition  for  its  manufacture  increased,  samples  of 
both  “ piece’ ’  and  “ fiber”  dyed  material  of  one  color  in  warp  and 
filling  were  requested  and  obtained.  These  were  made  up  into 
breeches  and  issued  to  enlisted  men  of  one  company  of  the  Twenty- 
seventh  Infantry,  forming  part  of  the  Provisional  Regiment  of  Infantry 
on  its  march  from  Dubuque,  Iowa,  to  Sparta,  Wis.,  in  order  that  the 
material  might  be  subjected  to  a  service  test  with  a  view  to  obtaining 
data  as  to  the  relative  fastness  of  the  two  dyes  (fiber  and  piece)  and 
the  wearing  qualities  of  the  different  fabrics  under  service  conditions. 
It  is  hoped  that  sufficient  data  will  be  obtained  from  this  test  to 
enable  this  office  to  make  definite  recommendations  concerning  the 
advisability  of  so  amending  existing  specifications  for  olive-drab 
cotton  cloth  as  to  admit  of  the  acceptance  of  “  piece  ”  as  well  as  a 
“ fiber”  dyed  fabric  or  at  least  to  admit  of  the  substitution  of  a  single¬ 
color  fabric  for  the  two-color  cloth  (brown  warp  and  green  filling) 
now  the  standard. 

Khaki  clothing. — Owing  to  the  exhaustion  of  certain  sizes  of  the 
khaki  cotton  service  coats  and  breeches,  foot  and  mounted,  there 
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has  resulted  a  mixture  of  the  olive-drab  cotton  service  and  khaki 
cotton  service  uniforms  throughout  the  service  and  at  some  posts  even 
among  men  of  the  same  organizations.  This  mixture,  however,  was 
unavoidable  in  view  of  the  necessity  of  exhausting  the  stock  of  the 
khaki  clothing  in  all  sizes,  as  far  as  possible,  prior  to  the  issue  of  the 
olive-drab  cotton  service  uniform.  This,  also,  in  order  to  carry  out 
the  provisions  of  paragraph  4,  General  Order  129,  War  Department, 
1911. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  there  will  undoubtedly  be  a  large  number 
of  khaki  garments,  coats  and  breeches,  of  various  sizes  still  on  hand 
at  the  end  of  the  present  warm  season  and  available  for  issue  next 
summer,  it  is  recommended  that  in  order  to  avoid  another  mixture 
of  uniforms  throughout  the  service,  the  khaki  garments  in  the  United 
States  be  collected  and  shipped  to  the  San  Francisco  depot  and 
issued  exclusively  to  troops  stationed  in  the  Department  of  Hawaii. 
While  there  will  probably  be  a  mixture  of  the  two  uniforms  in  that 
department,  nevertheless,  the  undersigned  believes  that  it  will  be 
far  more  desirable  to  limit  the  mixture  to  one  department  or  locality 
than  to  have  a  scattering  of  the  various  uniforms  throughout  the 
entire  service  and  in  many  localities. 

Discontinuance  of  the  issue  of  dark-blue  blouses  to  the  Coast  Artillery. — 
At  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  the  olive-drab  service  clothing,  there 
remained  on  hand  a  large  number  of  dark-blue  blouses  which  it  was 
decided  should  be  exclusively  issued  to  the  enlisted  men  of  the  Coast 
Artillery  until  exhausted.  The  supply  of  the  large  sizes  having  been 
reduced  to  such  an  extent  as  to  render  it  impossible  to  further  con¬ 
tinue  issuing  these  blouses,  the  Quartermaster  General,  on  November 
3,  1911,  submitted  to  the  Chief  of  Staff  a  statement  showing  the 
status  of  the  available  stock  in  order  that  the  question  as  to  the 
continuance  of  the  issue  of  this  clothing  to  the  Coast  Artillery  might 
be  decided.  The  Secretary  of  War  directed  that  the  issue  of  blouses 
be  discontinued  and  that  olive-drab  woolen  and  cotton  service 
clothing  be  furnished  to  the  Coast  Artillery  after  the  expiration  of 
the  third  quarter,  fiscal  year  1912.  Instructions  to  that  effect  were 
issued  by  The  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army,  and  the  clothing 
referred  to  has  been  furnished  accordingly. 

Change  in  the  manner  of  issuing  blankets  to  enlisted  men. — Under 
decision  of  the  Secretary  of  War  of  May  3,  1911,  and  the  provisions 
of  War  Department  General  Orders  No.  67,  May  25,  1911,  blankets 
are  issued  on  memorandum  receipt  to  company  and  detachment 
commanders  for  use  of  the  men  of  their  commands. 

On  December  9,  1911,  the  Chief  of  Staff  directed  that  he  be  fur¬ 
nished  with  a  statement  of  the  savings  that  could  be  made  by  the 
Government  owning  the  blankets  and  issuing  them  to  the  enlisted 
men  on  memorandum  receipt,  to  which  reply  was  made  by  the 
Quartermaster  General  on  December  11,  1911,  that  it  would  be 
impossible  to  give  an  accurate  statement  owing  to  the  fact  that  this 
method  of  issue  has  been  in  force  less  than  six  months,  but  that  it 
may  be  assumed  that  the  saving  would  be  about  $60,000  per  annum. 

This  estimate  is  based  upon  the  discharge  annually  of  25,000 
enlisted  men  whose  blankets  represent  a  value  of  $87,500.  Allowing 
$10,000  for  cleaning  and  renovation,  $14,850  for  yearly  depreciation 
of  one-sixth  in  value,  and  $2,920  for  losses  through  unavoidable 
causes,  the  saving  $60,000  is  obtained. 
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On  the  4th  of  January,  1912,  the  Quartermaster  General  submitted 
a  report  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  blankets  issued  under  War 
Department  General  Orders  No.  67  of  May  25,  1911,  were  the  property 
of  the  United  States  and  that  those  issued  prior  to  July  1,  1911,  were 
charged  against  the  clothing  accounts  of  the  men,  the  department 
stood  ready  to  purchase  them  as  equipage  and  recommended  that  the 
opinion  of  the  Judge  Advocate  General  be  obtained  first,  as  to 
whether  or  not  there  were  any  legal  objections  to  the  department 
purchasing  an  article  in  which  it  already  has,  under  former  opinions, 
an  equity  share ;  second,  as  to  whether  the  money  can  legally  be  paid 
direct  to  the  soldier  for  an  article  that  has  been  issued  to  him  and 
the  value  of  which  has  been  charged  against  his  clothing  allowance. 

Upon  reference  to  the  Judge  Advocate  General  of  the  Army,  that 
officer  expressed  the  opinion  that  there  was  no  objection  to  taking  up 
blankets  issued  to  the  men  as  a  part  of  their  clothing  allowance, 
provided  a  corresponding  credit  was  given  in  the  soldiers’  clothing 
accounts  to  be  finally  adjusted  upon  discharge  from  the  service. 

This  opinion  was  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  War  on  January 
12,  1912. 

After  further  and  careful  consideration  the  Quartermaster  General 
by  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War  submitted  the  matter  to  the 
Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  for  decision  as  to  whether  or  not  the 
transfer  of  the  necessary  funds  from  the  appropriation  “  Clothing  and 
camp  and  garrison  equipage”  act  of  March  3,  1911,  could  be  made 
to  the  appropriation  “Pay,  miscellaneous”  under  the  same  act  “for 
clothing  not  drawn  due  to  enlisted  men  on  discharge,”  these  transfers 
to  be  made  periodically  on  statements  from  the  Pay  Department, 
showing  actual  expenditures  of  that  department  for  “clothing  not 
drawn,  due  to  enlisted  men  on  discharge,”  the  appropriation  “Cloth¬ 
ing  and  equipage”  being  called  upon  to  reimburse  the  pay  appropria¬ 
tion  for  all  the  amounts  that  have  been  paid  to  enlisted  men  as  a  result 
of  crediting  the  value  of  the  blankets  on  their  clothing  accounts. 

On  the  5th  of  February,  1912,  the  assistant  comptroller  decided 
that  he  could  see  no  legal  objection  to  the  plan  outlined  but  that,  in 
carrying  out  the  plan,  the  final  statements  of  a  soldier  should  show 
the  value  of  the  blanket  received  by  him. 

After  consultation  with  the  Paymaster  General  of  the  Army  the 
following  was  embodied  in  the  Annual  Price  List  of  Clothing  and 
Equipage,  published  in  Quartermster  General’s  Circular  No.  10,  c.  s. : 

Blankets  in  the  hands  of  enlisted  men  on  July  1,  1912,  which  have  been  issued  to 
them  and  charged  against  their  clothing  accounts,  up  to  and  including  two  for  each 
soldier,  will,  on  that  date,  become  the  property  of  the  United  States,  and  for  each 
serviceable  blanket  so  turned  over,  to  the  number  indicated,  a  credit  of  $2.86  will  be 
given  on  the  clothing  account  of  each  soldier  from  whom  the  blanket  or  blankets  are 
purchased.  Blankets  which,  in  the  opinion  of  company  or  detachment  commanders, 
are  unfit  for  service  should  be  submitted  to  the  action  of  a  surveying  officer  with  a  view 
to  determining  the  advisability  of  purchase.  The  final  statements  of  enlisted  men 
who  have  thus  been  credited  will,  if  they  show  a  balance  due  for  clothing  not  drawn  in 
kind,  contain  notation  in  the  space  provided  for  remarks,  “Clothing  account  credited 

July  1,  1912,  with  $ . ,  for .  blankets  purchased  under  the  provisions  of 

Circular  No.  10,  War  Department,  Office  of  the  Quartermaster  General,  1912.”  The 
same  course  will  be  pursued  in  stating  final  accounts  on  pay  rolls  of  soldiers  who  are 
not  furnished  with  final  statements  on  discharge  and  of  deserters.  This  notation  is 
required  for  the  sole  purpose  of  enabling  the  department  to  make  appropriation  trans¬ 
fers  as  authorized  by  the  decision  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  dated  February  5, 
1912,  and  is  not  to  be  construed  as  constituting  an  additional  credit  due  the  solider 
for  clothing  not  drawn  in  kind.  Company  or  detachment  commanders  receiving  these 
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blankets  will  furnish  the  post  or  other  quartermaster  with  certificates,  in  duplicates, 
showing  the  number  of  same,  and  the  quartermaster  will,  upon  receipt  of  such  certifi¬ 
cates,  take  up  on  his  property  account  the  number  of  blankets  indicated,  obtaining 
the  company  or  detachment  commander’s  receipt  for  same.  The  certificate  of  the 
company  or  detachment  commander  will  constitute  the  quartermaster’s  voucher  for 
assuming  accountability. 

Change  in  the  manner  of  issuing  overcoats  to  enlisted  men. — In  com¬ 
pliance  with  a  memorandum  from  the  Chief  of  Staff,  dated  February 
14,  1912,  in  which  the  Secretary  of  War  directed  that  the  question  of 
the  advisability  of  issuing  overcoats  on  memorandum  receipt  be  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Quartermaster  General  for  comment  and  suggestions  as 
to  the  best  detailed  solution  of  the  general  idea  involved,  this  office, 
in  order  to  determine  the  feasibility  of  cleaning,  renovating,  and 
repairing  overcoats,  directed  the  depot  quartermaster  at  Philadelphia, 
Pa.,  to  experiment  with  overcoats  that  have  been  turned  in  as  deser¬ 
ters’  clothing  and  have  them  cleaned,  renovated,  repaired,  pressed, 
and  placed  in  a  condition  fit  for  reissue. 

From  samples  forwarded,  this  office  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
results  accomplished  were  of  such  a  character,  both  as  to  service¬ 
ability  and  presentability,  as  to  warrant  the  belief  that  reissue  of  a 
large  number  of  these  coats  was  feasible. 

It  was  reported  that  the  cleaning  and  repairing  of  these  coats  could 
be  accomplished  at  about  $1.50  each. 

On  March  28,  1912,  the  Quartermaster  General  submitted  a  report 
to  the  Chief  of  Staff  giving  the  result  of  his  investigation,  quoted 
above,  and  stated  that  the  overcoat  being  a  garment  the  least  worn 
by  a  soldier,  it  would,  if  properly  cared  for,  last  on  an  average  of 
about  6  years;  therefore,  the  consideration  of  its  reissue  to  the  soldier, 
the  Government  retaining  title  for  the  same,  was  sufficiently  impor¬ 
tant  and  feasible  to  warrant  a  trial  to  determine  its  desirability. 
Considering  all  the  facts  in  the  matter,  the  Quartermaster  General 
recommended  that  commencing  July  1,  1912,  the  reissue  of  overcoats 
be  given  a  trial  to  determine  what,  if  any,  would  be  the  objections 
thereto  and  whether  or  not  garments  would  give  such  service  as 
would  warrant  their  reissue,  and  further,  that  all  overcoats  be  here¬ 
after  issued  on  memorandum  receipts  to  organization  commanders 
as  equipage,  at  the  rate  of  one  to  each  soldier  enlisting  on  or  after 
that  date,  or  reenlisting  on  or  after  that  date  and  not  already  so 
provided;  same  to  be  turned  in  to  this  department  to  be  renovated 
upon  discharge  of  the  soldier,  this  method  to  continue  in  force  during 
the  fiscal  year  1913,  and  to  be  discontinued  thereafter,  or  sooner 
if  found  desirable. 

On  March  30,  1912,  the  Chief  of  Staff  approved  the  recommendation 
of  the  Quartermaster  General,  as  indicated  above,  and  directed  that 
provisions  be  made  for  such  issue  in  the  draft  of  the  next  clothing 
order. 

In  preparing  the  Annual  Price  List  of  Clothing  and  Equipage  for 
the  fiscal  year  1913,  published  in  Quartermaster  General’s  Circular 
No.  10,  April  6,  1912,  the  following  provision  was  made,  viz: 

Overcoats  will  be  issued  on  memorandum  receipt  to  company  and  detachment  com¬ 
manders  for  the  use  of  the  men  of  their  commands,  the  issue  to  be  limited  to  one  to 
each  man  for  the  authorized  strength  of  the  organization.  When  turned  in  they  will 
be  accumulated  at  posts  in  sufficient  quantities  to  warrant  shipments  by  freight,  and 
will  be  shipped  to  the  depot  quartermaster,  Philadelphia,  for  necessary  renovation 
and  repair  before  reissue. 
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Instructions  have  been  given  to  hereafter  stamp  indelibly  with  the 
letters  “U.  S.”  each  overcoat  issued  by  this  department,  thus  indi¬ 
cating  that  the  same  is  the  property  of  the  Government. 

Taking  into  consideration  that  the  original  cost  of  an  overcoat  is 
$12.38,  it  is  believed  that  a  saving  to  the  appropriations  for  clothing 
the  Army  will  result  after  the  system  shall  have  been  carried  into 
effect. 

Shelter-tent  material. — On  April  10,  1912,  this  office,  in  a  memoran¬ 
dum  to  the  Chief  of  Staff  submitted  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Secretary  of  War,  the  fact  that  since  approval  of  the  recommendation 
of  the  reports  of  the  Infantry  and  Cavalry  equipment  boards  with 
reference  to  the  character  of  material  to  be  used  in  the  shelter  tent 
this  department  had  entered  into  contracts  for  waterproofing  sheet¬ 
ing  for  use  in  the  shelter  tents  in  conformity  with  the  recommenda¬ 
tions  of  the  boards  above  referred  to. 

The  specifications  for  this  waterproofing  material  require  that  it  be 
free  from  spontaneous  combustion.  In  spite  of  the  fact,  however, 
that  the  depot  quartermaster,  Philadelphia,  where  this  material  is 
delivered,  had  exercised  the  utmost  care  in  making  the  most  careful 
tests  to  prevent  any  possibility  of  accepting  material  that  was  liable 
to  spontaneous  combustion,  nevertheless  there  were  marked  indi¬ 
cations,  and  at  various  times  it  was  discovered  that  there  was  liability 
of  spontaneous  combustion. 

When  this  material  is  procured  in  such  large  quantities  as  would  be 
required  for  shelter  tents,  ponchos,  and  slickers,  no  matter  how  rigid 
and  careful  the  test  may  be  applied,  the  danger  of  spontaneous  com¬ 
bustion  can  not,  with  certainty,  be  eliminated.  It  was,  therefore, 
recommended,  in  view  of  the  unreliability  of  this  material,  that  no 
more  shelter  tents  be  manufactured  from  it,  its  use  being  limited  to 
the  manufacture  of  ponchos  and  slickers,  and  that  in  the  future 
shelter  tents  be  manufactured  of  material  the  same  or  similar  to  that 
used  prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  waterproof  sheeting.  This  ma¬ 
terial  to  be  either  an  olive  drab  or  khaki  color  as  may  be  directed 
by  the  Secretary  of  War,  preferably  the  olive  drab,  it  being  the 
understanding,  however,  that  the  style  of  tents,  as  approved  by  the 
Secretary  of  War,  for  mounted  and  dismounted  troops  be  not 
changed  and  that  this  office  be  authorized  to  submit  samples  of  water- 
repellent  cloth,  not  to  exceed  in  weight  the  material  recommended 
by  the  infantry  equipment  board,  i.  e.,  8  ounces  per  yard.  These 
recommendations  were  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  War  under 
date  of  April  16,  1912,  and  the  manufacture  of  shelter  tents  of  this 
material  ceased  on  that  date,  but  in  view  of  the  large  quantity  of 
7§-ounce  duck  (the  material  formerly  used  for  the  manufacture  of 
shelter  tents)  on  hand  the  manufacture  of  the  shelter  tents  of  this 
material  for  dismounted  troops  was  continued.  There  is  sufficient 
of  this  material  now  on  hand  to  enable  manufactures  to  continue  for 
some  months.  In  the  mean  time  this  office  has  been  endeavoring  to 
secure  samples  of  a  light  duck  or  twill  of  an  olive  drab  color  to  use  in 
the  manufacture  of  shelter  tents  when  the  7J  ounce  duck,  now  being 
used,  has  been  exhausted. 

Satisfactory  samples  have  been  received  and  the  possibility  of  the 
manufacture  of  the  cloth,  as  represented  by  these  samples,  in  large 
quantities  will  be  investigated  prior  to  recommending  the  adoption 
of  any  one  fabric.  When  final  steps  have  been  taken  by  this  office 
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in  this  matter  the  samples  recommended  for  adoption  will  be  sub¬ 
mitted  for  consideration  of  the  Secretary  of  War. 

Tentage. — In  conformity  with  recommendations  submitted  by  the 
commanding  officer,  Seventeenth  Infantry  (Col.  J.  T.  Van  Orsdale) 
while  his  regiment  formed  part  of  the  maneuver  division  at  San 
Antonio,  Tex.,  there  was  manufactured  by  this  department  two 
pyramidal  tents,  approximately  corresponding  in  size  to  the  wall 
tents  issued  for  use  of  officers  in  the  field  and  called  pyramidal  wall 
tents,  for  trial  and  comparison  with  the  regulation  wall  tents  now 
issued  to  the  service.  These  tents  were  submitted  for  trial  during  the 
maneuver  camp,  and  from  the  reports  received,  it  was  apparent  that 
these  tents,  with  certain  modifications,  would  be  superior  to  the  regu¬ 
lation  wall  tents. 

Another  tent  was  therefore  manufactured  conforming  to  the  general 
pattern  of  the  first  two,  but  containing  the  modifications  suggested, 
as  a  result  of  the  first  test.  This  tent  was  sent  to  the  commanding 
officer  Seventeenth  Infantry,  in  January,  1912,  for  further  trial  and 
report.  On  June  4,  1912,  a  report  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  this 
tent  in  lieu  of  the  wall  tent  was  received.  The  Quartermaster  General 
therefore,  recommended  to  the  Secretary  of  War  the  adoption  of  the 
pyramidal  wall  tent  in  lieu  of  the  present  issue  wall  and  common 
tents,  the  issue  of  this  tent  to  the  service  to  begin  as  soon  as  the  wall 
and  common  tents  now  on  hand  in  depots  were  exhausted.  On 
June  20,  1912,  the  Secretary  of  War  approved  these  recommenda¬ 
tions.  Steps  are  now  being  taken  to  carry  the  foregoing  into  effect . 

In  general,  the  following  may  be  stated  as  the  principal  points  of 
superiority  of  the  pyramidal  wall  tent  over  the  wall  and  common 
tents : 

1.  Ease  to  pitch,  one  man  being  able  to  do  it  alone,  if  necessary. 

2.  Very  stable  in  the  wind. 

3.  One  pole  required  instead  of  three. 

4.  Opening  at  top  always  available  for  stovepipe. 

5.  Less  liable  to  be  torn  by  the  high  winds,  the  exposed  surface  being  somewhat 

smaller  and  of  better  shape  to  resist. 

6.  Cooler  than  the  regulation  wall  tent. 

7.  Is  slightly  larger  than  the  regulation  wall  tent  and  therefore  can  furnish  accom¬ 

modations  for  3  officers  in  the  field  as  required  by  existing  field  service 
regulations. 

The  adoption  of  this  tent  has  opened  the  way  for  further  steps 
looking  toward  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  kinds  of  tents  now  issued 
to  the  service  and  a  standardization  of  all  tentage.  The  pyramidal 
wall  tent  above  referred  to  will  use  the  same  chains,  tent  squares, 
ropes,  weight  of  canvas  and  tent  slips  as  the  pyramidal  tent  adopted 
July  14,  1911,  now  being  issued  to  troops. 

This  office  is  now  making  experiments  looking  toward  the  substi¬ 
tution  of  the  pyramidal  tent  for  the  present  hospital  tent  for  use  of 
field  bakeries  and  field  hospitals.  It  may  be  necessary  to  make  some 
slight  modifications  in  the  pyramidal  tent,  such  as  increasing  the 
height  of  the  wall,  to  make  it  suitable  for  these  two  purposes,  but  it 
is  confidently  believed,  that  with  this  modification  this  tent  will  be 
equally  as  suitable  for  the  use  for  which  the  hospital  tent  is  now  put, 
the  floor  space  being  16  feet  square  as  against  14  feet  3  inches  by  14 
feet  6  inches  of  the  hospital  tent. 

If  this  tent  can  be  adopted  for  the  purpose,  as  indicated,  it  will 
reduce  the  number  of  tents  now  issued  from  7  to  3,  i.  e.,  pyramidal, 
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large  and  small,  and  storage,  and  a  resulting  simplification  in  the 
question  of  manufacture  and  material,  but  much  more  so  of  supply. 

Winter  cays. — Complaint  having  been  received  that  the  winter  cap 
adopted  October  12,  1909,  was  not  entirely  satisfactory  in  that  the 
cap  did  not  conform  sufficiently  to  the  shape  of  the  head  and  give 
sufficient  protection  to  the  face,  this  office,  under  date  of  April  9, 
1912,  submitted  to  the  Surgeon  General  of  the  Army  nine  caps  of 
different  pattern  from  those  now  issued,  in  all  of  which  it  was  believed 
the  defects  referred  to  in  the  present  issue  caps,  were  eliminated, 
with  request  that  they  be  criticized  by  the  Surgeon  General  and  a  cap 
selected  from  the  nine  submitted,  which,  in  his  opinion,  would  best 
meet  the  criticisms  against  the  present  issue  cap. 

The  Surgeon  General  selected  a  cap,  which,  in  his  opinion,  would 
be  most  suitable  for  issue  to  the  service  as  best  fulfilling  the  condi¬ 
tions  necessary  for  winter  use  of  the  soldier.  This  office  then  re¬ 
quested  the  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  in  memorandum 
dated  May  13,  1912,  to  manufacture  sufficient  of  these  caps  to  equip 
one  company  of  infantry  at  Fort  Brady,  Mich.,  during  the  coming 
winter;  these  caps  to  be  worn  at  the  same  time  that  the  present  issue 
cap  is  worn  and  a  report  to  be  rendered  to  the  commanding  officer 
of  that  post  as  to  whether  or  not  the  experimental  cap  will  be  satis¬ 
factory  for  adoption  in  lieu  of  the  present  issue  cap.  Authority  was 
granted  for  the  manufacture  of  these  caps  and  the  commanding  officer, 
Fort  Brady,  Mich.,  was  directed  to  designate  a  company  to  make  the 
test  and  furnish  this  office  with  the  sizes  necessary  for  the  proper 
equipment  of  the  men.  This  has  been  done  and  the  caps  ordered 
manufactured  and  upon  completion  will  be  forwarded  to  the  com¬ 
manding  officer,  Fort  Brady,  Mich.,  in  order  that  he  may  carry  out 
the  instructions  received  by  him  concerning  the  test. 

Improvement  in  shoes. — The  question  of  providing  the  enlisted  men 
of  the  Army  with  a  shoe  that  will  meet  the  requirements  of  all  service 
conditions  has  constantly  received  the  most  careful  attention  of  this 
department. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  this  office  a  battalion  of  the  Fifth 
United  States  Infantry  at  Plattsburg  Barracks,  N.  Y.,  was  carefully 
fitted  with  marching  shoes,  to  be  worn  on  a  6-day  practice  march 
and  in  a  10-day  maneuver  camp.  Directions  were  issued  to  take  the 
necessary  steps  to  insure  a  fair  and  exhaustive  test  of  the  shoes 
furnished  and  upon  completion  of  the  period  of  field  training  for  the 
year  1911  to  submit  a  full  report  upon  the  methods  employed  in 
fitting  the  shoes,  accompanied  by  recommendations  based  upon 
actual  experience  of  the  command. 

The  reports  received  indicated  that  the  shoes  were  given  the  test 
contemplated,  but  the  result  was  of  an  unsatisfactory  character. 

The  Quartermaster  General,  upon  receipt  of  these  reports,  on 
October  12,  1911,  submitted  the  same  to  the  Chief  of  Staff  for  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  Secretary  of  War  and  recommended  that  the  board 
of  officers  convened  under  Special  Orders  No.  32,  headquarters 
Department  of  the  Lakes,  March  7, 1908,  for  the  purpose  of  conduct¬ 
ing  a  special  test  regarding  the  fit  and  adaptability  of  the  latest 
manufactures  of  marching  and  garrison  shoes,  be  reconvened  to 
study  the  question.

REPORT  OF  THE  QUARTERMASTER  GENERAL. 


The  Secretary  of  War  having  approved  the  foregoing  recommen¬ 
dation,  and  the  board,  under  the  provisions  of  paragraph  7,  Special 
Orders  No.  57,  1911,  headquarters  Central  Division,  was  reconvened. 

Samples  and  specifications  of  marching  and  garrison  shoes  were 
thereupon  furnished  to  the  board. 

On  December  2,  1911,  the  board  submitted  a  preliminary  report, 
accompanied  by  radiographs  and  photographs  of  footprints,  expres¬ 
sing  the  belief  that  it  would  be  most  desirable  that  the  board  be 
continued  on  duty  for  further  tests  and  experiments.  The  board 
recommended  that  all  measures  necessary  be  taken  to  insure  proper 
construction,  proper  supply,  and  proper  fitting,  these  three  elements 
being  essential  to  each  other. 

In  addition  to  carrying  out  these  general  improvements,  a  series 
of  practical  marching  tests,  to  be  held  under  the  immediate  super¬ 
vision  of  the  board  and  under  conditions  which  would  be  absolutely 
comparable  and  fair  to  both  the  shoes  and  the  welfare  of  the  soldier, 
was  suggested,  these  tests  to  be  held  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible 
and  under  suitable  weather  conditions. 

In  view  of  the  thorough  and  painstaking  manner  in  which  the 
board  had  considered  the  subject  and  in  order  that  its  labors  might 
be  brought  to  a  successful  conclusion,  the  Quartermaster  General,  on 
January  29,  1912,  recommended  to  the  Chief  of  Staff  that  the  recom¬ 
mendations  of  the  board  be  approved  and  that  early  action  be  taken 
so  that  the  manufacture  of  such  shoes  as  would  be  required  in  the 
practical  test  be  commenced  as  early  as  possible. 

A  complete  set  of  marching  and  garrison  shoes,  consisting  of  all 
widths  and  sizes  was  thereupon  furnished  to  the  president  of  the 
board  in  order  that  the  men  who  were  to  make  the  test  could  properly 
be  fitted  and  upon  receipt  of  the  required  sizes  a  modified  shoe, 
suggested  by  the  board,  was  ordered  manufactured  under  contract 
at  the  St.  Louis  depot. 

The  Secretary  of  War  approved  the  recommendation  of  the  board 
and  directed  that  Capt.  William  J.  Glasgow,  of  the  General  Staff  (one 
of  the  members  of  the  board),  proceed  to  the  St.  Louis  depot  to  super¬ 
vise  the  manufacture  of  the  improved  lasts  and  the  experimental  shoes. 
Such  duty  having  been  accomplished,  the  shoes  were  shipped  to  the 
president  of  the  board. 

The  total  cost  of  procuring  these  experimental  shoes  involved  the 
expenditure  of  $1,166.18. 

On  the  17th  of  June,  1912,  the  final  report  of  the  board  of  officers 
was  received  in  this  office,  from  which  the  following  is  a  synopsis : 

Three  hundred  and  fifty-six  pairs  experimental  shoes,  purchased  as  indicated,  were 
issued  to  the  enlisted  men  of  the  Seventh  Infantry  and  were  tried  out  on  the  march, 
together  with  126  pairs  of  garrison  tan  and  117  pairs  of  marching  shoes  of  the  latest  type. 

The  feet  of  the  men  were  carefully  measured  and  the  shoes  fitted  to  the  men  under 
the  supervision  of  the  board.  The  total  distance  marched  was  117£  miles,  the  feet  of 
the  men  being  examined  each  day  upon  the  end  of  the  march  and  a  careful  record  kept 
of  injuries  to  the  feet  that  may  have  been  caused  by  the  different  types  of  shoes  worn. 

Due  to  the  careful  fitting,  the  board  called  special  attention  to  the  fact  that  out  of 
379  men  not  a  single  man  was  incapacitated  by  reason  of  foot  injuries  due  to  the  foot¬ 
wear. 

The  board  went  into  great  detail  as  to  the  methods  employed  by  it  and  the  various 
kinds  of  injuries  received  by  the  feet  due  to  the  march  and  the  types  of  shoes  worn  and 
submitted  radiographs  made  of  the  best,  the  worst,  and  intermediate  types  of  feet  that 
came  to  the  attention  of  the  board,  showing  how  the  various  types  of  shoes  accommo¬ 
dated  themselves  to  these  different  feet. 
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The  following  are  the  recommendations  of  the  board: 

1.  That  the  experimental  shoe  proposed  by  the  board,  with  a  few  minor  improve¬ 
ments,  be  adopted  as  the  marching  shoe  and  that  an  additional  width  “A  ”  be  provided. 

2.  That  as  long  as  any  lasts  of  the  latest  type  of  marching  shoe  remain  on  hand 
shoes  for  issue  be  continued  to  be  made  upon  them,  but  under  specifications  based 
upon  the  experimental  marching  shoe,  recommended  by  the  board,  believing  that  the 
present  marching  shoe  was  reasonably  satisfactory  when  properly  fitted. 

3.  That  the  present  garrison  tan  and  black  dress  shoes  be  abolished.  This  would 
cut  the  matter  of  shoe  supply  down  to  one  last  and  one  shoe  and  would  be  greatly  to 
the  interest  of  economy  and  supply. 

4.  That  no  shoe  other  than  the  official  marching  shoe  in  the  form  in  which  it  may  be 
adopted  be  used  by  officers  or  enlisted  men  when  in  the  service  uniform. 

5.  That  should  it  be  found  desirable  to  retain  a  special  black  dress  shoe,  that  it  be 
made  on  the  same  last  as  the  marching  shoe  of  the  same  material  and  workmanship  as 
under  existing  specifications,  and  that  the  same  in  emergency  could  serve  as  a  satis¬ 
factory  shoe  for  field  service. 

6.  That  an  order  be  issued  to  insure  the  proper  fitting  of  shoes  throughout  the  service, 
said  order  to  cover  the  method  of  measurement,  fitting,  and  breaking  in  of  shoes. 

7.  That  hereafter  only  vegetable  tanned  leather  without  oil  stuffing  be  used  in  the 
manufacture  of  marching  shoes,  mineral  tanned  leather  not  being  considered  the 
equal  of  vegetable  tannage  for  military  service. 

8.  That  the  inside  backstay  in  the  shoes  be  changed  from  bleached  to  unbleached 
calfskin  and  that  the  specifications  prescribe  a  definite  and  sufficient  thickness  of 
this  leather. 

9.  That  the  sock  lining  be  more  firmly  cemented  over  the  heel. 

10.  That  the  specifications  hereafter  distinctly  prescribe  the  minimum  length  of 
time  in  which  shoes  shall  remain  on  the  last. 

11.  That  the  drill  lining  be  carefully  cemented  to  the  leather  of  the  toe  under  the 
top  cap,  and  that  only  the  best  rubber  cement  be  used  for  the  purpose. 

12.  That  each  company  be  required  to  have  in  its  possession  at  least  two  boxes  of 
official  foot  powder  as  supplied  by  the  Medical  Department,  and  that  the  men  be 
required  to  dust  this  powder  on  their  feet  daily  while  marching;  that  each  company 
keep  one  spool  of  zinc  oxide  plaster,  and  that  the  enlisted  men  be  required  to  smoothly 
cover  foot  abrasions,  blister,  etc. 

13.  That  each  company  be  supplied  with  a  simple  cobbler’s  outfit,  to  be  carried  in 
the  field,  this  outfit  to  consist  of  an  iron  last,  knives,  hammer,  leather,  and  other 
shoe  findings,  and  that  each  soldier  have  one  pair  of  half  soles  in  his  surplus  kit. 

14.  That  a  lightning  shoe  stretcher  be  issued  to  each  company  in  addition  to  the 
present  shoe  stretchers. 

On  the  20th  of  June,  1912,  the  report  was  submitted  to  the  Chief 
of  Staff  by  the  Quartermaster  General,  recommending  that  the 
recommendations  of  the  board,  with  the  exception  of  the  supply  of 
cobblers’  outfits  and  lightning  shoe  stretchers  and  extra  half  soles, 
be  approved,  and  that  the  proposed  order  as  to  fitting  be  in  the 
future  incorporated  in  the  annual  price  list  of  clothing. 

Instructions  have  been  issued  to  the  depot  quartermaster  at  St. 
Louis  to  cause  specifications  and  standard  samples  conforming  to 
the  patterns  recommended  by  the  board  to  be  prepared,  manufac¬ 
tured,  and  forwarded  to  this  office;  also,  that  four  sides  of  leather 
and  eight  pairs  of  uppers  assembled  with  all  parts  of  bottom  stock, 
showing  materials  used  in  manufacturing  the  shoes,  be  procured  and 
furnished  in  connection  with  the  standard  samples,  so  that  the 
department  may  be  in  a  position,  upon  receipt  of  notification  as  to 
the  action  of  the  Secretary  of  War  on  the  report  of  the  board,  to 

carry  into  effect  the  recommendations  of  the  board,  if  approved, 

and  to  advertise  for  the  manufacture  of  the  necessary  lasts  and 

shoes  required  for  the  Army  during  the  fiscal  year  1913. 

Hoods  for  overcoats. — The  Quartermaster  General  on  January  13, 
1912,  addressed  a  memorandum  of  the  Chief  of  Staff  stating  that 
in  every  case  where  overcoats  have  been  turned  into  the  Philadel¬ 
phia  depot  as  deserters’  clothing  the  hoods  were  practically  new, 
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giving  no  evidence  of  ever  having  been  worn.  That  inasmuch  as 
the  overcoat  is  provided  with  a  collar  which,  when  turned  up,  comes 
well  up  above  the  ears  and  when  used  in  connection  with  the  winter 
caps  no  further  protection  to  the  head  should  be  necessary. 

Recommendation  was  therefore  made  that  authority  be  granted 
for  the  discontinuance  of  the  manufacture  and  issue  of  overcoat 
hoods  as  an  article  of  uniform. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Quartermaster  General  having  been 
approved  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  manufacture  of  hoods  for 
overcoats  has  been  discontinued.  No  final  decision  as  to  the  dispo¬ 
sition  of  the  hoods  now  on  hand  has  been  arrived  at,  but  it  may  be 
utilized  in  the  manufacture  of  winter  caps. 

Trumpet  cords  and  tassels. — The  Secretary  of  War  on  April  12, 
1912,  approved  the  recommendation  of  the  Quartermaster  General 
that  the  trumpet  cords  and  tassels  be  abolished  as  part  of  the  equip¬ 
ment  of  troops.  This,  in  view  of  the  adoption  of  the  bugle  in  lieu 
of  the  trumpet,  as  recommended  by  the  Infantry  and  Cavalry 
equipment  boards,  which  is  provided  with  a  russet-leather  sling  for 
carrying. 

Shoe  lasts. — To  bring  about  the  widest  possible  competition  in 
the  supply  of  shoes  by  the  Army,  this  department  since  1910  has 
purchased  and  furnished  to  the  successful  bidders  the  lasts  upon 
which  to  make  the  shoes. 

With  a  view  to  ascertaining  the  number  of  pairs  of  lasts  that 
became  unserviceable  in  the  course  of  time,  reports  for  data  showing 
the  number  of  pairs  of  shoes  that  could  be  made  upon  one  pair  of 
lasts  before  they  were  rendered  unfit  for  further  use  were  called  for. 

The  depot  quartermaster  at  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  reported  that  expe¬ 
rience  demonstrated  that  the  lasts  for  a  pair  of  marching  shoes  could 
be  depended  upon  to  make  between  200  and  300  pairs  of  shoes  each. 
This  was  confirmed  by  the  depot  quartermaster,  Boston,  Mass. 

The  advisability  of  keeping  on  hand  and  in  stock  a  large  number 
of  lasts  has  been,  in  the  opinion  of  the  undersigned,  sufficiently 
demonstrated  to  warrant  the  continuance  of  their  purchase  and 
retention  in  stock,  as  by  this  means  the  department  can,  in  case  of 
emergency,  turn  them  over  to  shoe  manufacturers,  thereby  obtain¬ 
ing  shoes  when  quickly  needed  in  the  minimum  of  time.  It  must 
be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  the  department  will,  in  every  change 
that  may  take  place  in  the  type  or  last  of  shoe,  be  compelled  to 
purchase  new  lasts  and  dispose  of  those  obsolete  at  a  loss.  There¬ 
fore,  the  necessity  of  the  adoption  of  a  suitable  shoe  for  the  service 
and  its  retention  for  at  least  a  reasonable  time  is  necessary,  not 
only  in  the  interest  of  economy,  but  also  of  supply  and  efficiency. 

Clothing  for  troops  in  Alaska. — Report  having  Ibeen  made  to  this 
office  by  the  commanding  general,  Department  of  the  Columbia, 
that  the  clothing  issued  to  troops  in  Alaska  was  unsatisfactory  in 
so  far  as  its  adaptability  to  the  service  was  concerned,  the  Quarter¬ 
master  General  on  January  30,  1912,  recommended  to  the  Chief  of 
Staff  that  the  commanding  general,  Western  Division,  be  directed 
to  convene  a  board  of  officers  to  take  up,  consider,  report  upon,  and 
submit  samples  and  specifications  for  such  articles  of  Arctic  clothing 
as,  in  their  opinion,  should  be  issued  to  troops  stationed  in  Alaska 
in  lieu  of  those  now  issued,  and  that  the  board  consist  of  officers 
who  had  been  stationed  in  Alaska  and  were  specially  qualified  for 
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the  duties  imposed  upon  them.  It  was  further  remarked  that  this 
office  was  prepared  to  furnish  any  special  articles  of  clothing  which 
it  was  thought  necessary  for  the  particular  duties  required  of  troops 
in  Alaska,  as  has  been  the  policy  of  the  department  in  the  past. 

Directions  to  carry  the  foregoing  recommendation  into  effect  were 
communicated  by  The  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army  to  the  com¬ 
manding  general,  Western  Division,  and  sufficient  funds  for  purchase 
of  the  necessary  samples  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  chief  quarter¬ 
master  of  the  Western  Division. 

On  February  19,  1912,  the  proceedings  of  the  board,  which  met 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  paragraph  1,  Special  Order  36,  Western 
Division,  February  12,  1912,  were  forwarded  through  the  head¬ 
quarters  of  the  division  and  upon  receipt  carefully  considered.  The 
report  is  very  complete  and  clear,  and  the  subject  has  been  divided 
under  four  different  classifications,  viz: 

1.  Service  conditions  in  garrison. 

2.  Service  conditions  on  the  trail. 

3.  Territorial  conditions  in  north  Alaska. 

4.  Territorial  conditions  in  south  Alaska. 

The  board  recommended  that  the  gratuitous  issue  to  troops  consist 
of  all  articles  of  a  strictly  personal  character  of  such  an  amount  above 
the  regular  issue  in  the  United  States  as  climatic  conditions  require; 
such  articles  to  be  issued  on  memorandum  receipts  as  are  not  of  a 
strictly  personal  character. 

The  proceedings  of  the  board  were  accompanied  by  samples  of  all 
articles  of  clothing  which  were  recommended  for  adoption,  together 
with  specifications  in  detail,  covering  each  article.  These  latter,  with 
minor  corrections,  are  suitable  for  adoption. 

Regarding  the  issues  as  needed  in  the  United  States,  for  all  stations 
in  Alaska  and  issue  of  the  special  articles  of  clothing,  the  Territory 
has  been  divided  into  two  parts,  viz,  north  Alaska,  including  all  posts 
and  stations  north  of  the  Coast  Range,  commencing  at  Tonsina  (about 
55  miles  north  of  Valdez)  and  south  Alaska,  all  posts  and  stations 
south  of  Tonsina. 

Under  these  two  headings  the  issues  have  been  divided  into  four 
lists : 

1.  The  articles  required  for  gratuitous  issue  to  all  enlisted  men. 

2.  The  articles  required  to  be  issued  to  men  on  telegraph  lines  or 
similar  duty. 

3.  The  articles  to  be  kept  in  stock  for  sale  or  issue. 

4.  The  articles  for  issue  on  memorandum  receipt. 

The  proceedings  of  the  board  go  carefully  into  detail  as  to  the  num¬ 
ber  of  the  various  articles  to  be  issued  or  to  be  kept  in  stock  for  issue 
under  these  four  heads. 

On  May  22,  1912,  the  Quartermaster  General  submitted  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  the  board  to  the  Chief  of  Staff  for  consideration  of  the 
Secretary  of  War,  recommending  approval  of  the  recommendations 
of  the  board. 

Upon  return  of  the  papers  to  this  office,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Secretary  of  War,  dated  June  1,  1912,  they,  together  with  the  samples 
submitted  by  the  board,  were  on  June  4,  1912,  referred  to  the  depot 
quartermaster  at  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  with  directions  to  procure  and 
forward  to  this  office  a  complete  set  of  all  the  articles  recommended 
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for  issue,  in  order  that  the  same,  together  with  the  original  samples, 
may  be  adopted  as  standards. 

These  instructions  are  now  being  carried  out  and  funds  to  defray  the 
the  expense  involved  have  been  furnished. 

Change  in  sizes  of  flags. — On  the  24th  of  June,  1912,  the  President 
of  the  United  States  issued  an  Executive  order  requiring  that  all 
national  flags  and  Union  Jacks,  with  the  following  exception,  shall 
conform  to  the  following  proportions,  viz: 


Hoist  (width)  of  flag .  1 

Fly  (length)  of  flag .  1.  9 

Hoist  (width)  of  Union . 54 

Fly  (length)  of  Union . . . 76 

Width  of  each  stripe . 077 


The  exceptions  to  the  above  are  the  colors  carried  by  troops  and 
camp  colors,  which  are  to  be  of  the  sizes  prescribed  for  the  military 
services  (Army  and  Navy).  The  number  of  sizes  of  the  flags  pur¬ 
chased  or  manufactured  for  the  several  Government  departments  were 
limited  to  the  following  hoists,  viz: 


(1)  20  feet. 

(2)  19  feet  (standard). 

(3)  14.35  feet. 

(4)  12.19  feet, 

(5)  10  feet. 

(6)  8.94  feet. 


(7)  5.14  feet, 

(8)  5  feet. 

(9)  3.52  feet. 

(10)  2.90  feet. 

(11)  2.37  feet, 

(12)  1.31  feet. 


When  in  the  manufacture  of  any  flag  under  the  above  specifications 
the  resulting  dimensions  appear  as  fractions  of  an  inch,  said  fraction 
shall  be  taken  as  the  nearer  inch. 

The  sizes  of  the  Union  Jacks  are  to  be  the  same  as  those  of  the 
national  flag  with  which  it  is  flown,  and  all  flags,  except  the  colors 
carried  by  troops,  and  the  corresponding  jacks,  shall  have  only  13  stars 
in  the  Union,  in  order  that  the  indentity  of  the  stars  may  be  plainly 
distinguishable. 

After  making  provision  for  the  position  and  size  of  the  stars,  the 
time  at  which  the  order  is  to  take  effect  was  fixed  as  July  4,  1912,  but 
it  is  required  that  the  flags  on  hand  on  said  date  shall  be  continued 
in  use. 

The  orders  further  provided  that  the  field  of  the  President’s  flag 
shall  be  blue. 

Instructions  have  been  given  to  the  depot  quartermaster  at  Phila¬ 
delphia,  Pa.,  to  manufacture  and  forward  to  this  office  for  adoption 
samples  of  garrison,  post,  storm,  and  recruiting  flags,  ensigns,  and 
jacks  for  harbor  boats,  and  camp  colors,  conforming  to  the  standard 
proportions  fixed  by  the  Executive  order  quoted;  this  will  change  the 
garrison  flag  to  20  feet  hoist  by  38  feet  fly,  instead  of  20  feet  hoist  and 
36  feet  fly;  the  post  flag  to  10  feet  hoist  by  19  feet  fly,  instead  of  10 
feet  hoist  and  20  feet  fly,  and  the  storm  and  recruiting  flags  to  5  feet 
hoist  by  9^  feet  fly,  instead  of  4  feet  2  inches  hoist  by  8  feet  fly. 

Regarding  the  flag  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  there  has 
beeh  heretofore  furnished  by  this  department  the  following  as  de¬ 
scribed  by  paragraphs  217  and  218,  Army  Regulations,  viz: 

1.  A  flag  of  blue  bunting  with  the  official  coat  of  arms  of  the  United 
States  of  suitable  size  in  the  center  10.20  feet  hoist  and  14.40  feet  fly 
for  use  of  the  President  while  on  a  Government  transport  or  afloat. 

2.  A  color  of  scarlet  silk,  6  feet  6  inches  fly  and  4  feet  on  the  staff, 
having  in  each  corner  a  white  star  and  in  the  center  a  large  star  with 
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a  blue  field  containing  the  coat  of  arms  of  the  United  States,  the  large 
star  being  surrounded  on  the  scarlet  field  with  other  white  stars,  one 
for  each  State.  This  color  is  used  by  the  President  while  on  land  or 
with  the  Army. 

The  scarlet  color  having  been  omitted  from  the  Executive  order,  a 
report  was  submitted  to  the  Chief  of  Staff  on  July  10,  1912,  requesting 
information  as  to  whether  the  field  of  the  silken  color  is  to  be  changed 
from  scarlet  to  blue,  and  if  so,  whether  the  field  of  the  large  star  upon 
the  same  is  to  be  red,  thereby  making  a  contrast  as  in  the  present  color. 

As  soon  as  a  decision  shall  have  been  made,  steps  will  be  taken  in 
accordance  therewith. 

Specification  for  the  uniform  of  the  Army. — The  regulations  for  the 
uniform  of  the  Army  having  been  prepared  by  the  Chief  of  Staff  and 
promulgated  to  the  Army,  it  became  necessary  to  prepare  specifica¬ 
tions  for  all  articles  of  uniform  for  officers  and  enlisted  men.  The 
same  were  prepared  in  this  office  and  published  in  circular  of  the 
Quartermaster  General  of  January  25,  1912.  Copies  of  same  have 
been  distributed  to  the  several  division  headquarters,  to  all  post  and 
regimental  quartermasters,  and  to  such  military  tailors  as  made  appli¬ 
cations  for  the  same,  as  required  by  existing  orders. 

Standard  samples  of  officers’  uniforms.— In  order  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  paragraph  45,  Uniform  Regulations,  three  complete  sets 
of  standard  samples  were  purchased  and  furnished  to  the  headquarters 
of  the  Eastern,  Central,  and  Western  Divisions  for  permanent  record. 

One  set  was  also  procured,  sealed,  and  adopted  as  the  standards  for 
the  Army.  They  are  carefully  kept  in  this  office  for  reference  when¬ 
ever  required. 

Samples  of  these  materials,  approved  and  adopted  by  the  Secretary 
of  War,  were  also  assembled  in  book  form,  of  which  duplicates  were 
furnished  to  each  department  and  division  headquarters  and  all  post 
and  regimental  quartermasters  and  military  tailors  desiring  them. 

Steps  are  now  being  taken,  in  compliance  with  the  instructions  of 
the  Secretary  of  War,  to  manufacture  standard  samples  of  uniforms 
prescribed  for  officers  serving  in  the  Tropics  and  to  furnish  one  set 
each  to  the  headquarters,  Philippines  Division;  headquarters,  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Hawaii;  the  Porto  Rican  Regiment;  and  to  troops  in  the 
Panama  Canal  Zone. 

Field  supply  depots. — This  office  has  continued  the  accumulation, 
in  so  far  as  appropriations  of  Congress  permitted,  of  a  reserve  stock 
of  clothing  and  equipage  to  be  placed  in  field  supply  depot  No.  1. 

Enforcement  of  General  Order  129,  War  Department,  1911. — This  office 
has  constantly  had  in  view  the  provisions  of  paragraph  4,  General  Order 
No.  129,  War  Department,  1911,  and  has  in  compliance  with  its  pro¬ 
visions  made  every  possible  effort  to  insure  the  exhaustion  of  the 
supply  of  articles  of  clothing  and  equipage  of  old  pattern  prior  to  the 
issue  of  a  corresponding  article  of  a  new  pattern. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  provisions  of  this  order  be  strictly 
adhered  to  and  enforced,  as  by  this  means  only  can  the  exhaustion  of 
articles  of  old  pattern  be  expected  and  the  resultant  loss  to  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  through  their  long  storage  and  consequent  deterioration 
prevented. 

Loan  of  tents. — Congress,  by  public  resolution  No.  18,  approved 
February  9,  1912,  authorized  the  Secretary  of  War  to  loan  such  tents 
and  cots  for  use  of  the  Confederate  Veterans’  Reunion  to  be  held  at 
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Macon,  Ga.,  during  the  month  of  May  last  as  could  conveniently  be 
spared. 

In  compliance  with  the  request  of  the  committee  having  charge  of 
the  reunion  the  following  articles  were  furnished  for  the  purpose,  viz: 


Storage  tents,  with  poles .  663 

Hospital  tents,  with  poles .  24 

Conical  tents,  with  poles  and  tripods .  313 

Tent  pins,  large .  10,  832 

Tent  pins,  small .  27,  000 

Cots .  13,000 


The  money  value  of  this  property  amounted  to  $98,667.14,  for 
which  a  satisfactory  bond  was  given  as  required  by  the  public  resolu¬ 
tion  referred  to. 

The  property  has  been  returned  to  the  Philadelphia  depot  and  the 
cost  of  transportation  to  Macon  and  return  has  been  defrayed  by  the 
committee  in  charge  of  the  reunion.  As  soon  as  the  tentage  has  been 
overhauled  and  inspected  the  committee  will  be  informed  of  the  cost 
to  the  Government  of  placing  same  in  a  condition  fit  for  reissue  and 
reimbursement  demanded. 

Congress,  by  public  resolution  No.  29,  approved  April  22,  1912, 
also  authorized  the  loan  of  tentage  for  the  encampment  of  the  G.  A.  R. 
to  be  held  at  Pullman,  Wash.,  in  June  last. 

Sufficient  tents  to  accommodate  4,000  persons  were  tendered  by 
this  department  to  the  committee  in  charge  of  the  reunion,  but  inas¬ 
much  as  the  tents  were  to  be  shipped  from  San  Francisco  the  com¬ 
mittee  did  not  avail  itself  of  the  offer  extended. 

Exhibit  of  International  Congress  of  Hygiene  and  Demography . — 
Steps  have  been  taken  for  the  exhibit  at  the  International  Congress  of 
Hygiene  and  Demography  to  be  held  in  the  city  of  Washington,  D.  C., 
on  September  1,  1912,  a  complete  representative  collection  of  all  kinds 
of  service  uniforms  worn  under  the  various  climatic  conditions, 
including  the  clothing  worn  on  the  trail,  on  telegraph  duty,  and  in 
garrison  by  the  troops  stationed  in  Alaska,  as  well  as  the  various  kinds 
of  tentage  issued  to  the  service. 

ACTION  ON  RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  THE  INFANTRY  AND  CAVALRY 

EQUIPMENT  BOARDS. 

Canvas  buckets  and  basins. — Since  the  last  annual  report  these 
articles  have  been  adopted  for  sales  to  officers  and  their  manufacture 
begun.  The  fact  of  adoption  was  pubfished  to  the  service  in  para¬ 
graph  IV,  General  Order  139,  War  Department,  1911. 

Service  hat. — This  article  as  recommended  by  the  Infantry  equip¬ 
ment  board  was  disapproved.  That  recommended  by  the  Cavalry 
equipment  board,  with  minor  modifications  made  by  the  Chief  of 
Staff,  was  adopted  September  8,  1911.  Contracts  have  been  let  and 
deliveries  made  of  this  hat. 

Poncho. — The  manufacture  at  the  Philadelphia  depot  and  the  issue 
of  this  article  to  the  service  has  begun. 

Overcoat  of  reduced  length. — In  the  last  annual  report  action  on  this 
subject  was  withheld  awaiting  the  recommendation  of  the  Cavalry 
equipment  board.  The  Cavalry  equipment  board  did  not  concur  in 
the  recommendation  of  the  Infantry  equipment  board,  and  the  Sec- 
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retary  of  War,  under  date  of  December  22,  1911,  advised  the  Quar¬ 
termaster  General  that  the  present  pattern  overcoat  for  mounted  and 
dismounted  troops  was  considered  satisfactory  and  would  remain 
without  change. 

Field  desks  for  companies. — In  the  last  annual  report  action  in  this 
matter  was  withheld  awaiting  the  recommendation  of  the  Cavalry 
equipment  board.  This  board  recommended  that  the  desk  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  Infantry  equipemnt  board  be  adopted  with  the  sub¬ 
stitution  of  a  leather  handle.  The  article  was  adopted  under  date  of 
August  5,  1911,  and  its  manufacture  and  issue  to  the  service  has  begun. 

Surplus  kit  bag. — In  the  last  annual  report  action  on  this  subject 
was  withheld  awaiting  the  recommendation  of  the  Cavalry  equipment 
board.  The  Cavalry  equipment  board  having  concurred  in  the  rec¬ 
ommendation  of  the  Infantry  equipment  board,  the  bag  was  approved 
and  adopted  August  5,  1911,  and  its  manufacture  and  issue  to  the 
service  has  begun. 

Neckerchief. — In  the  last  annual  report  action  on  this  subject  was 
withheld  awaiting  recommendation  of  the  Cavalry  equipment  board. 
This  was,  in  a  preliminary  report,  recommended  for  adoption  by  the 
Cavalry  equipment  board,  but  no  action  has  yet  been  taken  on  the 
recommendation  of  either  board. 

Sweater. — In  the  last  annual  report  action  on  this  subject  was  with¬ 
held  awaiting  the  recommendation  of  the  Cavalry  equipment  board. 
The  report  of  the  Cavalry  equipment  board  having  been  received,  its 
adoption  was  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  War  under  date  of  Septem¬ 
ber  1,  1911,  and  the  fact  of  its  adoption  for  issue  to  troops  of  the 
mobile  army  to  replace  the  service  coat  in  the  field  was  published  in 
General  Orders  147,  War  Department,  1911.  Purchase  of  this  article 
and  the  issue  of  it  to  the  service  has  begun. 

Shelter  tent  and  pins. — The  Cavalry  equipment  board  recommended 
that  the  type  of  tent  formerly  issued  to  the  service,  prior  to  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  the  tent  for  dismounted  troops,  be  continued  as  an  article  of 
issue  to  the  mounted  troops.  Its  recommendation  was  approved 
and  the  tent  adopted  by  the  Secretary  of  War  August  22,  1911.  This 
requires  now  the  issue  of  two  different  kinds  of  shelter  tents  to  the 
service  designated  as:  “ Shelter  tent  half,  dismounted  troops,”  and 
“  Shelter  tent  half,  mounted  troops.”  The  shelter-tent  pin  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  Infantry  equipment  board  was  also  recommended  by 
the  Cavalry  equipment  board  and  adopted  October  11,  1911. 

Raincoat. — The  raincoat  recommended  by  the  Cavalry  equipment 
board  has  been  adopted.  Standards  and  specifications  are  now  being 
prepared,  material  is  already  available  for  its  manufacture,  and  its 
issue  to  the  service  will  begin  as  soon  as  a  sufficient  quantity  has  been 
manufactured. 

Legging. — The  Cavalry  equipment  board  recommends  a  leather 
legging  of  a  special  type  for  issue.  Final  action  has  not  yet  been  taken 
on  this  recommendation. 

Insignia  on  olive-drab  shirt. — The  Cavalry  equipment  board  recom¬ 
mends  that  the  embroidered  insignia  be  placed  in  the  center  of  the 
pocket  of  shirt  instead  of  on  the  collar.  No  action  has  yet  been  taken 
on  this  subject. 

Bugle  and  sling.-— These  articles  as  recommended  were  approved 
under  date  of  January  10,  1912.  These  articles  will  now  be  issued 
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to  all  arms  of  the  service.  A  quantity  have  been  purchased  and  their 
issue  to  all  branches  will  begin  as  soon  as  the  trumpets  on  hand  have 
been  exhausted  by  issues. 

Field  desk. — The  Cavalry  equipment  board  in  its  final  report  recom¬ 
mended  that  certain  additional  modifications  be  made  in  this  desk, 
in  addition  to  the  leather  handle  previously  recommended  by  it,  but 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  this  article  has  been  already  issued  to  the 
service,  and  until  it  has  been  shown  that  additional  reenforcing  parts 
are  necessary,  it  is  recommended  that  no  change  be  made. 

Mosquito  bar. — A  mosquito  bar  conforming  to  the  one  recommended 
by  the  Cavalry  equipment  board  was  adopted  under  date  of  January 
26,  1912.  This  bar  is  made  so  as  to  be  used  on  the  single  bed  or  in 
the  field  with  the  shelter  tent  for  mounted  or  dismounted  troops. 

White  stable  clothes. — The  Cavalry  equipment  board  recommends 
the  reissue  of  white  stable  clothes  to  mounted  troops. 

Guidon. — The  Cavalry  equipment  board  recommends  the  staff  to 
have  a  spear  head  of  bronze,  screwing  into  a  long  and  substantial 
ferrule  attached  to  the  top  of  the  staff,  the  metal  tip  at  the  base  of 
the  staff  being  given  a  greater  taper.  No  final  conclusion  with  refer¬ 
ence  to  this  change  has  been  reached. 

CONSTRUCTION  AND  REPAIR. 

Appropriations  and  expenditures. — A  tabulated  statement  attached 
hereto  as  Exhibit  M  shows  the  appropriations  and  amounts  available 
within  the  past  fiscal  year  for  the  construction,  repair,  and  rental  of 
buildings,  including  plumbing,  heating,  lighting,  and  equipment,  pur¬ 
chase  and  rental  of  land,  construction  and  repair  of  water,  sewer, 
lighting  and  power  systems,  and  other  improvements  on  military 
reservations;  also  the  approximate  amounts  apportioned  from  the 
several  appropriations,  the  general  purposes  for  which  apportioned, 
and  the  unapportioned  balances  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year. 

Construction  of  buildings.—' The  buildings  constructed  or  contracted 
for  from  funds  of  the  past  fiscal  year,  the  cost  of  the  various  items  of 
work,  and  the  appropriations  to  which  the  cost  has  been  charged,  not 
including  work  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  are  set  forth  in  the  general 
construction  statement  forming  a  part  of  this  report  attached  hereto 
as  Exhibit  N.  As  compared  with  previous  fiscal  years,  the  amounts 
available  for  construction  of  buildings  were  so  small  that  only  con¬ 
struction  of  the  most  urgent  character  could  be  undertaken. 

The  principal  items  of  work  were  as  follows: 

Alcatraz  Island  and  Fort  Leavenworth:  Continuing  construction  cf 
military  prisons  from  the  special  appropriations  for  that  purpose. 

Fort  Bliss,  Tex.:  Stables  and  other  buildings  for  four  troops  of 
Cavalry. 

Fort  D.  A.  Russell,  Wyo.:  Barracks  for  one  company  Hospital 
Corps,  isolation  hospital,  and  addition  to  post  hospital. 

Fort  Des  Moines,  Iowa:  Reconstruction  of  two  Cavalry  stables. 

Jackson  Barracks,  La.:  Barracks,  mess  hall,  and  lavatory  for  one 
company  of  Coast  Artillery. 

Panama  Canal  Zone:  Providing  temporary  shelter  for  officers  and 
enlisted  men. 

Fort  Ruger,  Hawaii:  Completion  of  post  for  two  companies  of  Coast 
Artillery. 
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Schofield  Barracks,  Hawaii:  Commencing  construction  of  perma¬ 
nent  Cavalry  and  Infantry  posts. 

Fort  Screven,  Ga.:  Band  barracks  and  lavatory  for  Coast  Artillery. 

Fort  Shatter,  Hawaii:  Three  hospital  buildings. 

Walter  Heed  Army  General  Hospital,  District  of  Columbia:  Isola¬ 
tion  hospital,  kitchen  and  mess  room,  and  addition  to  nurses’  quarters. 

Fort  Yellowstone,  Wyo.:  Chapel  and  annex  to  hospital. 

Fort  Mills,  Philippine  Islands:  The  work  of  constructing  this  post 
on  Corregidor  Island  for  10  companies  of  Coast  Artillery  was  con¬ 
tinued  during  the  past  year,  and  approximately  $246,000  was  allotted 
from  the  appropriation  for  “Seacoast  defenses,  Philippine  Islands  and 
Hawaii,”  for  carrying  on  the  construction  work  during  the  year. 

In  the  planning  of  buildings  constructed  during  the  past  fiscal  year 
every  effort  has  been  made  to  simplify  the  type  of  construction  and 
to  reduce  the  cost  of  the  buildings.  During  the  past  year  the  cement 
gun  has  been  used  in  construction  work  at  Fort  Sam  Houston,  Tex., 
Fort  Huachuca,  Ariz.,  and  Letterman  General  Hospital,  Presidio  of 
San  Francisco,  Cal.,  and  Fort  Ruger,  Hawaii. 

Shooting  galleries  and  ranges—  The  total  amount  appropriated  - 
under  this  head  was  $125,985. 

The  total  apportionments  made  from  this  amount  are  classified  as 
follows :

To  complete  the  ferry  slip  at  Governors  Island  the  sum  of  $4,900 
was  expended  from  funds  of  the  past  fiscal  year  for  the  construction 
of  gallows  frame  and  machinery  for  this  slip.  The  sum  of  $5,593.79 
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was  expended  from  this  appropriation  for  protection  of  river  banks 
at  Fort  Riley.  The  work  was  done  by  the  Engineer  Department,  the 
cost  being  reimbursed  by  the  Quartermaster’s  Department.  Other 
important  items  of  work  during  the  past  fiscal  year  were  repairs  to 
sea  wall  at  Fort  Wood,  N.  Y.  ($3,275);  extending  boatways  at  Fort 
Gibbon  ($800) ;  renewing  piles  at  Fort  Casey  ($6,047) ;  repairs  to  wharf 
at  Alcatraz  Island  ($3,000  from  allotment  for  annual  repairs) ;  and 
completion  of  coping  on  sea  wall  at  Washington  Barracks  ($800). 

Dredging  channels. — During  the  past  fiscal  year  $1,400  was  ex¬ 
pended  for  dredging  near  the  ordnance  wharf  at  Governors  Island  and 
$1,380  for  additional  dredging  at  Fort  Totten. 

Purchase  of  land. — Land  was  purchased  in  the  United  States  dur¬ 
ing  the  fiscal  year,  under  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  as  follows : 

At  Front  Royal,  Va.,  for  use  of  remount  depot,  approximately 
5,189.668  acres.  There  was  available  for  this  purpose  the  sum  of 
$200,000,  appropriated  under  the  head  of  “ Horses  for  Cavalry,  Ar¬ 
tillery,  and  Engineers,”  fiscal  year  1912,  “for  the  purchase  of  land 
accessible  to  the  horse-raising  section  of  the  State  of  Virginia,  for  the 
assembling,  grazing,  and  training  of  horses  purchased  for  the  mounted 
service.”  The  cost  of  the  land  purchased  during  the  fiscal  year  was 
approximately  $200,000. 

At  Fort  D.  A.  Russell,  Wyo.,  “for  the  improvement  and  protection 
of  the  water  supply  and  for  the  improvement  of  the  grounds  of  the 
Fort  D.  A.  Russell  target  and  maneuver  reservation,”  there  has  been 
purchased  11,470.59  acres,  including  improvements,  at  a  cost  of 
$98,732.64.  The  amount  appropriated  for  this  purpose  under  the 
head  of  “Water  and  sewers,  1912,”  was  $100,000.  One  tract  of  160 
acres  owned  by  the  F.  E.  Warren  Mercantile  Co.  within  the  reserva¬ 
tion,  on  which  the  Government  has  an  option  to  purchase  at  the 
price  of  $1,530,  remains  to  be  acquired  from  available  funds  pertain¬ 
ing  to  the  fiscal  year  1913,  when  purchase  of  all  the  tracts  within  the 
reservation  owned  by  private  parties  will  be  completed. 

Complete  report  of  land  purchased  in  the  Philippine  Islands  has 
not  yet  been  received,  but  correspondence  on  file  in  this  office  shows 
that  at  Regan  Barracks,  Albay,  P.  I.,  about  10  acres  were  purchased 
during  the  past  fiscal  year  from  the  appropriation  for  “Barracks  and 
quartermaster,  Philippine  Islands,”  for  an  addition  to  the  reservation, 
at  a  cost  of  $900. 

RESERVATIONS  AND  REVOCABLE  LICENSES. 

During  the  fiscal  year  1912  the  following  military  reservations  were 
relinquished  by  the  War  Department: 

Assinniboine,  Fort,  Mont. — Transferred  November  20,  1911,  to  the 
Interior  Department  for  disposition  as  provided  bv  law  under  the  act 
of  July  5,  1884  (G.  O.  157,  W.  D.,  1911). 

Barracks  lot ,  Honolulu,  Hawaii. — March  27,  1912,  restored  to  the 
Territory  of  Hawaii,  under  act  of  April  30,  1900,  amended  by  act  of 
May  27,  1910  (S.  O.  79,  W.  D.,  1912). 

Brown,  Fort,  Tex. — October  14,  1911,  transferred  to  the  Interior 
Department  for  disposition  as  provided  by  law,  under  the  act  of  July 
5,  1884  (G.  O.  147,  W.  D.,  1911). 

Wingate,  Fort,  N.  Mex. — By  executive  order  dated  May  31,  1911 
(G.  O.  80,  W.  D.,  1911),  made  a  part  of  the  Zuni  National  Forest,  to 
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be  protected  as  national  forest  lands,  but  to  remain  subject  to  the 
unhampered  use  of  the  War  Department  for  military  purposes. 

Niobrara ,  Fort ,  Nebr. — August  1,  1911,  under  acts  of  July  5,  1884, 
and  June  25,  1910,  about  1,093.50  acres  withdrawn  from  reservation 
for  military  purposes  and  reserved  for  an  experimental  farm,  and  the 
remainder  of  the  reservation  transferred  to  the  Interior  Department 
(G.  O.  Ill,  W.  D.,  1911). 

Grant ,  Fort ,  Ariz. — August  10,  1911,  under  act  of  July  5,  1884, 
transferred  to  the  Interior  Department  for  disposition  as  provided 
by  law  (G.  O.  133,  W.  D.,  1911). 

Pasay  Barracks,  Rizal,  Luzon,  P.  I. — September  13,  1911,  under 
act  of  July  1,  1902,  transferred  to  the  Government  of  the  Philippine 
Islands  (G.  O.  133,  W.  D.,  1911). 

Appendix  O  attached  to  this  report  contains  a  list  of  revocable 
licenses  granted  during  the  past  fiscal  year  by  the  Secretary  of  War 
to  individuals  and  firms.  The  privileges  were  granted  for  various 
purposes,  including  telephone  lines,  electric  transmission  lines,  rail¬ 
road  rights  of  way,  occupation  of  public  buildings,  and  in  a  few  excep¬ 
tional  cases  for  the  erection  of  buildings. 

Annual  repairs  to  buildings,  etc. — Based  on  estimates  of  March  1, 
1911,  received  from  military  posts,  apportionments  were  made  to 
departments  and  independent  posts  for  annual  repairs  to  buildings, 
and  allotments  were  made  to  each  post  by  the  department  commander 
within  the  limit  of  the  funds  available.

Flagstaff s.- — There  were  on  hand  at  the  St.  Louis  depot  at  the  close  of 
the  fiscal  year  1911  two  100-foot  and  one  75-foot  flagstaffs.  These 
were  shipped  as  follows:  One  each,  100-foot,  to  Fort  Missoula,  Mont., 
and  Fort  Winfield  Scott,  Cal.,  and  the  75-foot  staff  to  Fort  Ward, 
Wash.  Authority  was  given  to  provide  and  erect  at  Camp  E.  S. 
Otis,  Canal  Zone,  one  95-foot  iron  flagstaff,  at  a  cost  of  $125.  Au¬ 
thority  was  given  through  the  chief  quartermaster,  Governors 
Island,  N.  Y.,  for  the  purchase  and  erection  of  one  75-foot  iron  flag¬ 
staff  at  Fort  Smallwood,  Md.,  at  a  cost  of  $126.50. 

Instructions  were  given  the  depot  quartermaster,  St.  Louis,  Mo., 
near  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  to  invite  proposals  for  five  each,  100- 
foot  and  75-foot  metal  flagstaffs  for  replenishment  of  stock,  and  award 
was  made  for  the  same  at  $497  each  for  100-foot  and  $144.50  each  for 
75-foot,  total  $3,207.50.  In  addition  to  the  above,  four  100-foot 
iron  flagstaffs  were  purchased  in  October,  1911,  under  contract,  at 
St.  Louis,  Mo.,  for  shipment  to  the  Philippines,  cost  $2,320,  appro¬ 
priation,  “Incidental  expenses.” 

The  total  amount  expended  during  the  year  from  the  appropria¬ 
tion  for  “Incidental  expenses”  for  the  purchase  and  erection  of  flag- 
staffs  and  repairs  to  old  ones  was  $6,527.82.

October  16,  1911,  authority  was  given  the  chief  quartermaster,  San 
Francisco,  Cal.,  for  purchase  of  two  company  size  refrigerators  and 
two  noncommissioned  officers’  size  refrigerators  for  use  at  Fort 
Huger,  Hawaii,  at  a  cost  of  $116.50.  Total  cost  chargeable  to 
appropriation  “Barracks  and  quarters,”  $9,111.50. 

At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  these  had  all  been  shipped,  except  13 
of  battery  size  and  32  of  noncommissioned  officers’  size. 
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Wall  lockers. — On  October  6,  1911,  contract  was  awarded  through 
the  chief  quartermaster,  Chicago,  Ill.,  for  the  manufacture  of  metal 
wall  lockers  required  for  use  at  military  posts,  in  combinations,  and 
and  at  cost  per  unit,  as  stated  below.

$14,  “Barracks  and  quarters”  for  lockers  for  new  gate  lodge  at  St. 
Louis,  Mo.,  and  $131,  “Barracks  and  quarters,”  for  repairs  to  wall 
lockers  at  Fort  Snelling,  Minn. 

Roads  and  walks. — During  the  fiscal  year  1911  new  systems  of  roads 
and  walks  were  started  at  many  of  the  military  posts  with  the  expec¬ 
tation  that  they  would  be  extended  during  the  fiscal  year  1912;  but 
on  account  of  the  large  reduction  in  the  appropriation  for  this  purpose 
for  the  fiscal  year  1912  work  of  this  nature  had  to  be  deferred.  Only 
such  roads  and  walks  as  were  absolutely  necessary  to  serve  new  build¬ 
ings  were  put  under  construction.  The  more  important  of  these 
projects  were:

Railroads  on  military  reservations. — There  was  authorized  during 
the  year  $5,170  to  complete  the  construction  of  the  railway  terminal 
system  at  Fort  Leavenworth,  Kans.,  which  was  begun  in  May,  1907. 
'The  work  was  done  by  the  purchase  of  material  and  hire  of  labor. 
At  Fort  H.  G.  Wright,  N.  Y.,  the  spur  track  was  extended  to  serve 
the  various  storehouses  at  a  cost  of  $344.50. 
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It  is  the  policy  of  the  department  to  own,  where  practicable,  all 
railroad  tracks  on  a  military  reservation,  and  to  give  opportunity 
to  all  carriers  to  make  connections  thereto  at  the  entrance  of  the 
reservation. 

On  account  of  lack  of  funds,  the  construction  of  a  railroad  spur 
track  at  the  Philadelphia  depot  and  a  railroad  at  the  army  supply 
depot,  Fort  Mason,  Cal.,  had  to  be  put  off  until  the  fiscal  year  1913. 

Grading  and  drainage. — For  the  same  reason  as  given  under  the 
heading  above  of  11  Roads  and  walks,”  i.  e.,  the  reduction  in  the  appro¬ 
priation  for  the  fiscal  year  1912,  no  extensive  work  under  these  two 
items  could  be  undertaken. 

However,  it  became  necessary  to  fill  and  grade  the  low  places  in 
the  parade  ground  at  Fort  Moultrie,  S.  C.,  at  a  cost  of  $3,000.  At 
Fort  Riley,  Kans.,  it  was  necessary  to  repair  the  banks  of  the  Repub¬ 
lican  River  to  keep  the  same  from  overflowing  the  military  reserva¬ 
tion.  The  work  was  done  by  the  Engineer  Department,  the  necessary 
funds  being  furnished  by  the  Quartermaster’s  Department.  Actual 
cost,  $5,593.79. 

Water-supply  systems. — It  became  necessary  during  the  year  to 
increase  the  supply  of  water  at  various  posts  by  sinking  additional 
wells,  constructing  cisterns,  installing  pipe  line,  etc.  New  wells  were 
sunk  at  Fort  DuPont,  Del.,  $9,000;  Fort  Howard,  Md.,  $8,500;  Fort 
Logan,  Colo.,  $6,330,  and  34  cisterns  were  constructed  at  Fort  H.  G. 
Wright,  N.  Y.,  at  a  cost  of  $33,000.  To  bring  water  down  from 
Garden  Canyon  to  the  post  of  Fort  Huachuca,  Ariz.,  a  pipe  line 
approximately  45,000  feet  long  was  constructed  at  a  cost  of  $38,186.76. 
At  Fort  Levett,  Me.,  the  water-supply  system  was  improved  by  the 
construction  of  a  reservoir  and  tank,  $6,251;  pump  house  and  well 
shelter,  $2,939.99;  pumps  and  machinery,  $4,135;  pipe,  etc.,  $2,092. 
At  Fort  Screven,  Ga.,  a  150,000-gallon  steel  tank  and  trestle  was  con¬ 
structed  costing  $11,200,  and  at  Fort  Washington,  Md.,  a  60,000- 
gallon  tank  and  trestle  was  built  at  a  cost  of  $5,240. 

Steps  were  taken  to  provide  the  post  of  Schofield  Barracks,  Hawaii, 
with  a  permanent  water-supply  system.  Seven  hundred  tons  of  steel 
plates  to  be  used  in  the  manufacture  of  the  water  pipe  line  of  this 
system  were  purchased  in  the  United  States  at  a  cost  of  $25,200.  The 
constructing  quartermaster  expended  approximately  $30,800  in  the 
manufacture  of  pipe  and  constructing  a  ditch  and  tunnel  for  the  new 
system.  The  work  is  being  done  by  the  purchase  of  material  and 
hire  of  labor.  The  funds  required  to  complete  the  system  will  have  to 
be  obtained  from  the  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year  1913. 

Filtration  plants. — At  Fort  Sheridan,  Ill.,  a  filtration  plant  was 
installed  in  the  pumphouse  at  a  cost  of  $15,150.  A  contract  was 
entered  into  for  the  construction  of  a  filtration  plant  at  Fort  Omaha, 
Nebr.,  to  cost  $4,907.  Two  additional  Jewell  filters  were  purchased 
and  installed  in  the  pumphouse  at  the  Presidio  of  San  Francisco,  Cal. 

Water  distributing  systems. — The  more  important  projects  of  this 
nature  that  were  accomplished  during  the  fiscal  year  1912  are  as 
follows :

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The  consumption  of  water  at  many  posts  was  found  to  be  excessive, 
and  with  a  view  to  reducing  the  same  approximately  1,000  meters 
ranging  in  size  from  f  to  1J  inches  were  purchased  by  the  depot  quar¬ 
termaster,  New  York  City,  under  contract,  for  installation  in  various 
barracks,  quarters,  hospitals,  and  other  buildings  at  some  of  the  larger 
posts.  It  is  believed  that  by  metering  these  various  buildings  an 
accurate  check  can  be  kept  of  the  amount  of  water  consumed  and  that 
any  leakage  may  readily  be  detected.  These  meters  have  been  in¬ 
stalled  as  a  test  and,  if  the  results  warrant  it,  additional  meters  will  be 
purchased  and  installed  during  the  fiscal  year  1913. 

Sewer  systems. — The  post  sewer  system  at  Fort  Bliss,  Tex.,  was  con¬ 
nected  to  the  sewer  system  of  the  city  of  El  Paso  at  a  cost  of  $11,900. 
For  extending  the  outfall  sewer  at  Fort  Crook,  Nebr.,  $1,399  was 
authorized.  A  concrete  sewer  was  constructed  at  Fort  Omaha,  Nebr., 
to  take  the  place  of  an  open  ditch;  cost,  $12,200.  New  sewer  systems 
were  constructed  at  Fort  Huger  and  Schofield  Barracks,  Hawaii,  at  a 
cost  of  $7,000  for  each. 

Sewage  disposal. — At  Fort  McPherson,  Ga.,  a  sewage-disposal  plant 
was  constructed  at  a  cost  of  $23,979.  For  Batteries  Sherwood, 
Slaughter,  and  Balney,  at  the  Presidio  of  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  a  small 
hydrolytic  tank  was  authorized;  cost,  $536. 

Fire  apparatus. — All  new  fire  apparatus  and  hose  required  on 
account  of  new  construction  or  to  increase  the  apparatus  at  any  post 
or  depot,  as  well  as  gasoline  fire  engines  and  chemical  fire  engines  to 
replace  such  worn-out  and  condemned  engines  are  considered  as  a 
class  “D”  supply,  and  requisitions  for  same  are  submitted  to  this 
office,  whence  they  are  sent  to  the  depot  quartermaster,  New  York 
City,  for  supply  after  advertisement. 

Repairs  to  old  fire  apparatus  and  new  fire  apparatus  and  hose 
required  to  replace  worn  out  and  condemned  apparatus  and  hose 
(except  gasoline  fire  engines  and  chemical  fire  engines),  but  in  no 
way  increasing  or  changing  the  equipment  of  any  post  or  depot,  are 
considered  as  class  “B  and  III”  and  must  be  provided  from  the 
annual  apportionment  made  for  the  purpose. 

During  the  year  new  apparatus  was  purchased  at  a  cost  of  approxi¬ 
mately  $33,000.

Movement  of  transports. — The  regular  monthly  sailings  for  the 
Philippines  from  San  Francisco  have  been  maintained  throughout 
the  year,  but  the  regularity  of  the  sailings  from  Manila  was  some¬ 
what  interfered  with  for  a  period  by  reason  of  the  transports  being 
held  for  possible  emergency  use  in  carrying  an  expeditionary  force  to 
China.  Thus  the  Sherman,  scheduled  to  leave  Manila  November  15, 
sailed  December  11,  and  the  Thomas,  scheduled  for  December  15,  left 
the  Philippines  January  15,  1912.  This  interruption  necessitated  the 
Sheridan  being  placed  in  commission  to  take  the  regular  run  of  the 
Sherman  leaving  San  Francisco  January  5,  1912.  After  being  held 
at  Manila  as  an  extra  ship  for  about  a  month,  the  Sheridan  was 
returned  to  the  United  States  with  the  Fourteenth  Cavalry  aboard. 

Upon  receipt  of  orders,  the  Logan  was  loaded  and  dispatched  from 
Manila  on  January  12, 1912,  carrying  the  United  States  expeditionary 
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force,  consisting  of  some  21  officers  and  523  enlisted  men,  to  Ching- 
wangtao,  China,  en  route  to  Tientsin  and  other  points  for  duty  with 
the  troops  of  other  powers.  The  strength  of  this  command  was  later 
supplemented  to  approximately  1,200  enlisted  men  by  the  use  of  the 
Warren. 

At  the  request  of  the  State  Department,  the  Buford  was  hurriedly 
prepared  for  sea  and  left  San  Francisco  on  April  28,  1912,  for  various 
ports  on  the  western  coast  of  Mexico.  The  ship  returned  to  San 
Francisco  on  June  1,  1912,  having  brought  to  the  United  States  some 
364  refugees,  including  156  women  and  children.  The  expense  of 
this  trip  amounted  to  $29,979.34,  and  was  defrayed  by  the  War 
Department  as  incidental  to  the  military  service. 

The  Sheridan  was  utilized  to  effect  the  interchange  of  regiments  in 
Alaska,  leaving  San  Francisco  June  1  and  returning  thereto  on  July 
22,  1912.  The  ship  was  detained  considerably  in  arriving  at  Fort 
Davis  by  the  ice  fields  in  the  Bering  Sea. 

The  transport  Dix  made  one  round  voyage  from  Seattle  to  the 
Philippines  during  the  year,  and  for  lack  of  proper  cargo  of  animals 
and  freight  was  then  placed  out  of  commission  at  her  home  port, 
where  she  still  remained  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year. 

REPAIRS. 

San  Francisco. — The  transports  in  operation  from  this  port  have 
been  maintained  in  proper  running  condition  by  repairs  at  the  end  of 
each  round  trip,  which  have  averaged  in  cost  $2,512  for  each  voyage. 
The  general  overhauling  of  the  Thomas  was  completed  during  the 
year,  and  the  ship  resumed  active  service  beginning  November  6,  1911. 

Seattle. — The  repairs  found  necessary  to  the  transport  Dix  aggre¬ 
gated  $16,737.62  during  the  year  and  to  the  cable  ship  Burnside 
$12,854.07. 

Newport  News. — On  two  different  occasions  during  the  year  the 
reserve  transports  at  Newport  News  were  coaled  and  prepared  for  sea 
service.  The  repairs  incident  thereto  amounted  during  the  fiscal

Included  in  these  expenditures  is  the  cost  of  operating  the  Burnside 
while  engaged  in  cable  work  for  the  Signal  Corps  of  the  Army,  the 
total  of  which  was  $95,186.01. 

Inasmuch  as  the  service  rendered  by  the  Burnside  was  not  per¬ 
formed  in  the  interests  of  the  Quartermaster’s  Department,  the  expen¬

Philippine  inter-island  service. — The  new  transport  mentioned 
in  last  annual  report  was  completed  during  the  year  for  inter-island 
service  in  the  Philippines  and  named  the  Merritt ,  the  actual  work  of 
construction  being  performed  by  the  Shanghai  Dock  &  Engineering 
Co.,  of  Shanghai,  China.  The  vessel  has  already  made  two  or  three 
voyages  in  the  present  fiscal  year  and  is  reported  to  be  thoroughly 
satisfactory  in  every  respect. 

Harbor-boat  service. — The  department  has  operated  during  the  fiscal 
year  in  the  various  harbors  along  the  Atlantic,  Pacific,  and  Gulf 
coasts,  6  first-class  steel  mine  planters,  2  cable  steamers,  2  ferry 
steamers,  22  passenger  and  freight  steamers,  31  tugs  and  artillery 
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steamers,  3  lighters,  38  steam  and  gasoline  launches,  and  27  junction- 
box  launches;  a  total  of  131  owned  vessels  engaged  in  quartermaster, 
Artillery  and  signal  work,  at  a  total  expenditure  for  wages  of  officers 
and  crews,  fuel,  supplies,  repairs,  water,  etc.,  of  $1,050,405.36. 

These  vessels  carried  during  the  year  2,552,132  passengers  and 
160,314,972  pounds  of  freight. 

To  supplement  the  above  service,  chartered  vessels  were  operated 
in  the  district  of  Charlestown,  between  Wilmington,  N.  C.,  and  Fort 
Caswell,  N.  C.,  at  a  cost  of  $7,353.72;  and  in  the  district  of  Narra- 
gansett  Bay,  between  Newport  and  Fort  Greble,  R.  I.,  at  a  cost  of 
$4,514.60.  Artillery  service  was  also  rendered  by  these  vessels  when¬ 
ever  required.  The  entire  cost  of  the  chartered  service,  including 
the  cost  of  hire  of  substitute  vessels  for  short  periods  to  replace  owned 
vessels  undergoing  repairs,  and  of  vessels  for  towing  targets,  vessel¬ 
tracking,  subcaliber  practice,  and  like  purposes  for  the  Coast  Artil¬ 
lery  which  could  not  be  performed  by  other  vessels  of  the  service 
amounted  to  $12,588.32  during  the  fiscal  year. 

Construction  and  'purchase  of  vessels. — Two  gasoline  launches  were 
constructed  under  contract  at  Seattle,  at  a  cost  of  $3,530  for  both, 
for  use  in  connection  with  maintenance  of  the  telegraph  lines  operated 
by  the  Signal  Corps  on  the  Yukon  River.  These  two  boats  were  not 
shipped  to  Alaska  until  after  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  and  names 
have  not  yet  been  assigned  them. 

The  following  gasoline  launches  were  purchased  to  fill  urgent 
requirements : 

Launch  Elizabeth,  40  feet  long  by  10  feet  6  inches  beam,  renamed 
the  Recruit,  for  service  at  Fort  Slocum,  N.  Y.,  to  supplement  the 
present  ferry  service  between  Fort  Slocum  and  New  Rochelle;  cost 
$1,800. 

A  new  boat,  25  feet  long  by  5  feet  beam,  for  use  at  Fort  Whitman, 
Wash.,  named  the  Whidbey;  cost  $500.

The  statement  of  freight  and  passengers  transported  indicates  an 
increase  of  17,201  passengers  transported  over  those  transported 
during  the  fiscal  year  1911,  a  decrease  of  12,679  animals  from  those 
transported  during  the  fiscal  year  1911,  and  33,325  tons  of  supplies 
less  than  shipped  during  the  fiscal  year  1911. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  passengers  is  due  to  the  large  move¬ 
ments  of  troops  to  and  from  the  Philippine  Islands  and  Hawaiian 
Islands  during  the  fiscal  year  1912,  there  being  practically  no 
movements  to  these  points  during  the  fiscal  year  1911. 

The  decrease  in  animals  and  stores  shipped  is  due  to  the  large  ship¬ 
ments  made  in  connection  with  the  maneuvers  along  the  Mexican 
border  during  the  fiscal  year  1911,  the  shipments  on  this  account 
during  the  fiscal  year  1912  being  very  small. 

Quartermaster  supplies  show  an  increase  of  6,949  tons;  commis¬ 
sary  supplies  a  decrease  of  6,803  tons;  ordnance  stores  a  decrease  of 
1,565  tons;  medical  stores  a  decrease  of  2,993  tons;  engineer  stores 
a  decrease  of  1,977  tons;  signal  stores  a  decrease  of  1,037  tons;  and 
miscellaneous  stores  a  decrease  of  25,897  tons.

Consolidation  of  disbursing  offices  settling  railroad  and  steamship 


companies’  transportation  accounts. — The  policy  of  the  Quartermas¬ 
ter’s  Department  having  been  established  that  it  was  to  the  interest 
of  the  public  service  to  decrease,  so  far  as  practicable,  the  number 
of  disbursing  offices  charged  with  the  settlement  of  railroad  and 
steamship  accounts  and  to  confine  such  settlements  to  as  few  offices 
as  practicable,  under  the  provisions  of  Circular  No.  14-,  June  1,  1912, 
the  office  of  the  depot  quartermaster,  New  York  City,  was  discon¬ 
tinued  as  a  disbursing  office  for  the  settlement  of  such  class  of  trans¬ 
portation  accounts,  to  take  effect  on  July  1,  1912.  All  transporta¬ 
tion  accounts  heretofore  settled  by  that  office  were  transferred  for 
settlement  to  the  office  of  the  depot  quartermaster,  Washington, 
D.  C.  Effective  with  July  1,  1912,  this  leaves  only  four  offices  desig¬ 
nated  for  the  settlement  of  such  accounts,  namely:  The  depot  quar¬ 
termaster,  Washington,  D.  C.;  Chief  quartermaster,  Central  Divi¬ 
sion,  Chicago,  Ill.;  deport  quartermaster,  St.  Louis,  Mo.;  depot 
quartermaster,  San  Francisco,  Cal. 
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As  stated  above,  this  action  is  believed  to  be  to  the  best  interests 
of  the  service,  requiring  the  distribution  of  transportation  funds 
among  only  4  disbursing  offices  instead  of  15  as  formerly,  and  thereby 
enabling  the  office  of  the  Quartermaster  General  to  keep  a  close 
check  on  the  disbursements  and  balances  on  account  of  funds  avail¬ 
able  for  transportation.  The  accounts  are  being  settled  in  a  prompt 
and  satisfactory  manner,  both  to  the  Quartermaster’s  Department 
and  to  the  various  transportation  carriers  interested.  No  serious 
complaint  on  the  subject  of  the  consolidation  of  disbursing  offices 
has  been  received  from  the  carriers  concerned. 

Schedule  of  land-grant  and  bond-aided  railroads  of  the  United  States. — 
General  Orders, No.  41,  War  Department,  1907, publishing  a  complete 
list  of  land-grant  and  bond-aided  railroads  of  the  United  States, 
with  the  laws  applicable  thereto  and  a  map  showing  in  colors  the 
various  common  carriers  which  had  been  granted  lands  or  bonds  by 
the  Government,  and  in  return  for  which,  transportation  services  on 
Government  account  were  performed  at  reduced  rates,  had  become 
obsolete  due  to  various  changes  under  decisions  of  the  courts  and 
the  accounting  officers  of  the  Government,  to  such  an  extent  as  to 
necessitate  the  preparation  of  revised  information  on  the  subject. 

In  view  of  the  conditions  shown  above,  this  office,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Secretary  of  War,  prepared  a  schedule  of  land-grant  and  bond- 
aided  railroads,  under  the  conditions  existing  at  the  date  of  prepara¬ 
tion,  June  1,  1912,  and  promulgated  same  in  Circular  16,  Quarter¬ 
master  General’s  Office,  1912,  which  is  now  nearing  completion  and 
will  be  ready  for  distribution  at  an  early  date,  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Public  Printer,  Government  Printing  Office.  Due  to  unforeseen 
delays,  and  the  necessity  for  repeated  revision  in  connection  with  the 
lithographing  and  printing  of  the  circular  and  map  to  be  published  as 
a  part  thereof,  the  publication  of  the  circular  has  been  delayed,  but, 
as  stated  above,  it  will  be  available  for  issue  at  an  early  date.  This 
circular  cancels  all  previous  publications  of  the  War  Department  on 
this  subject,  and  will  be  of  great  assistance  in  connection  with  the. 
settlement  of  transportation  accounts  by  disbursing  officers,  as  well 
as  to  the  common  carriers  concerned.  The  necessity  for  publicatoin 
of  revised  information  on  this  subject  has  been  apparent  for  a  number 
of  years,  and  the  publication  of  this  circular  will  be  to  the  best  interests 
of  all  concerned. 

Freight  and  passenger  land-grant  equalization  agreements  and  list  of 
carriers  participating. — Under  the  provisions  of  General  Orders,  No. 
154,  War  Department,  1908,  there  was  published  for  the  information 
and  guidance  of  officers  of  the  Quartermaster’s  Department  and 
others  concerned  a  list  of  the  railroads  and  other  common  carriers  who 
had  agreed  to  accept  for  the  transportation  of  Government  freight  and 
passengers  the  lowest  net  cash  rates  available  to  the  Government  via 
longest  land-grant  line.  The  agreements,  both  freight  and  passenger, 
as  shown  in  this  general  order  of  the  War  Department,  had  been  exe¬ 
cuted  by  the  common  carriers  concerned  during  the  years  1898,  1899, 
1900,  and  1901,  and  due  to  changes  made  by  the  carriers  concerned 
and  changed  conditions,  had  become  obsolete.  In  order  to  bring  this 
question  of  agreements  up  to  date  it  was  decided  that  a  revised  list  of 
agreement  carriers  should  be  published  for  the  information  and  guid¬ 
ance  of  all  concerned.  In  accordance  with  this  decision,  Circular  23, 
Quartermaster  General’s  Office,  1911,  was  issued.  This  circular  sets 
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forth  in  detail  the  form  of  agreement  on  both  freight  and  passenger 
business,  with  exceptions  thereto  applicable  to  each  common  carrier 
in  the  United  States,  a  list  of  the  common  carriers  participating,  and 
other  details,  which  simplify  to  a  marked  extent  the  settlement  of  all 
transportation  accounts,  both  freight  and  passenger,  by  disbursing 
officers  of  the  Quartermaster’s  Department.  The  information  con¬ 
tained  therein  is  of  especial  value  both  to  the  Quartermester’s  Depart¬ 
ment  and  to  the  common  carriers  involved,  and  it  is  the  intention  of 
this  office,  should  any  change  occur  therein,  to  promptly  promulgate 
same  for  the  information  of  all  concerned,  by  circular  amending  the 
provisions  of  Circular  23,  if  necessary.

The  farming  operations  incident  to  the  maintenance  of  the  grazing 
facilities  at  the  depots  promise  this  year  to  produce  a  large  part  of 
the  forage  consumed. 

At  Front  Royal  condemnation  proceedings  have  been  concluded  in 
nearly  all  cases,  the  fencing  is  under  way  and  the  first  building,  the 
veterinary  hospital,  is  approaching  completion. 

The  continued  efforts  of  the  officers  at  remount  stations  to  interest 
the  breeders  of  the  country  in  improving  the  type  of  horse  for  the 
mounted  service  is  beginning  to  show  in  the  better  quality  of  some  of 
the  young  horses  offered.

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The  interest  shown  in  the  proposed  scheme  of  the  Agricultural 
Department  to  furnish  improved  stud  service  under  an  agreement  of 
sale  to  the  Government  has  been  very  marked.  This  scheme  has 
been  tentatively  put  into  ek’ect  in  the  vicinity  of  Front  Royal,  Ya., 
using  the  five  stallions  recently  presented  to  the  Government,  and  a 
sufficient  number  of  suitable  mares  were  presented  and  bred  under 
the  agreement. 

The  supply  of  1,580  horses  for  two  regiments  of  cavalry  and  87 
horses  for  three  regiments  of  infantry  returning  from  the  Philippine 
Islands,  when  completed,  will  have  stripped  the  depots  of  all  available 
horses  in  addition  to  the  purchase  of  969  mature  cavalry  horses  at  a 
cost  of  $166,834.40,  or  an  average  of  $172.17  each.
